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Walker preaches law Vi' order in speech to cops

Gov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
sociation convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partlslan 


crowd of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. He also took 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his state Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 


penalty bill he recently signed and when 
he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 


tages are being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 
amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Statevllle prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertralned for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker \vith a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 


Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIARY .received a few 


swipes from the governor during his talk. 
He hit at lengthy pretrial delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge." 


He said strict penalties were needed' to

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Wheeling vs. Buffalo 
Grove 


No legal basis for 
over annexations:

There arc apparently no legal grounds 


on which Wheeling can get foothold to 
stop the annexation of 80 acres l>y Buf- 
falo Grove just north of the Wheeling 
boundaries, according to its attorney. 


Nonetheless, at least one \ illagc board 


member said he will pursue the matter. 
Wheeling Trustee Bill Hcin said he will 
first seek a more detailed written report 
from (he attorney on ways to legally op- 
poie the Buffalo Grove expansion. 


If the attorney's report Indicates thut 


the expansion cannot be challenged as an 
Illegal 5trlp annexation, Hcin said he will 
then propose a meeting between the two 
villages. 


"I don't think anyone has ever con- 


tacted Buffalo Grove," he said. "Maybe 
there should be a little meeting between 
the village trustees and the village presi- 
dents to sec what the scope of this thing 
should be. Perhaps both communities 
should look Into establishing some kind 
of boundaries." 


UUKKALO GROVE Village Pros. Gary 


Armstrong said he and his board arc 
Milling to meet with Wheeling officials at 
any time. He added, however, that Buf- 
falo Grove has every Intention of annex- 
ing the Hank Farm and any other land 
thut wishes to join the village from Lake 
County. 


Armstrong did say, however, that the 


village has no intention of going below 
the county line into Cook County. 


Village Atty. Paul Homer told the 


Wheeling board Monday night that the 
village had no legal recourse In the Buf- 
falo Grove project "unless there was a 
strip or corridor annexation." He said 
that since he was not familiar \vlth the 
proposed annexation, he could not say 
whether It could be Interpreted as a stilp 
annexation. 


The proposed annexation, however, did 


not appear to* fit Hamcr's description of 
a strip annexation. 


THE ATTORNEY SAID a strip annex- 


ation occurs when a municipality an- 
nexes a small strip of land to get another 
larger piece of property. He said the 
court takes into consideration the size of 
the property, the purpose of the annexa- 
tion and the way the property is con- 
nected to the village when ruling on such 
matters. 


The property In question lies north of 


Chevy Chase Country Club, and would 
extend Buffalo Grove cast to Milwaukee 
Avenue about two miles north of Wheel- 
Ing's boundary. 


According to Hamcr, any action In 


challenging a strip annexation would 
have to be Iwndlcd through the Lake

County state's attorney. "Since we're not 
residents of that county, they might not 
pay any attention to it," he added. 


"It didn't sound like he gave it much 


hope," Hein said of the attorney's report. 
"You can only go as far as legally pos- 
sible. If you're going to be pursuing a 
dead horse, why pursue It." 


When asked about other ways of pres- 


suring Buffalo Grove to abandon the an- 
nexation, Hamer said he thought Wheel- 
ing might run into some difficulties. 


"The village of Wheeling can't offer 


sewage facilities to developers in Lake 
County because of the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District prohibition on accepting 
any effluent from Lake County," he said. 


HAMER SAID that Buffalo Grove can 


offer these facilities because of special 
arrangements with that county's sanitary 
district. He said It would be difficult for 
Wheeling to argue against the annexation 
unless it cnn olfer similar services to 
Lake County developers. 


"I don't know what pressure they could 


apply other than to reach some agree- 
ment as to the boundaries," Hnmer said. 
He said the state does provide that adja- 
cent communities can mutually agree on 
the extension of their boundaries, but 
said he did not know of any such agree- 
ments in existence. 


DUNHURST-AREA RESIDENTS have recently been com- 
plaining that this house, gutted in a fire Feb. 9, has 
become a hazard to neighborhood children.

The Wheeling Village Board will fill the 


vacancies on six village commissions 
.Monday night, If those chosen for the 
scats accept their appointments. 


Board members voted on each appli- 


cant at a committee meeting this past 
Monday. Those receiving the largest 
number of votes arc now being contacted 
about accepting the scats. 


Two of the scats to be filled have been 


empty for more than 
a year when 


Douglas Cargill vacated his positions on 
the zoning board of appeals and plan 
commission. Action in filling these va- 
cancies has been repeatedly delayed, de- 
spite the quorum problems caused by the 
empty scats. 


THOSE TENTATIVELY chosen for the 


plan commission Include former Jayccc 
president Tony Alticri and Gilbert Mono- 
son, also active in the Ja>cccs. Altierl 
said yesterday he would accept the ap- 
pointment, while Monoson was unavail- 
able for comment. 


Current commissioners Ray Waymcl 


and Wilfred Sommer will also be recom- 
mended for rcappointmcnt. Commission 
member Joseph Rusck has asked not to 
be rcappointed, thus creating the second 
vacancy on that commission. 


Hugh Sommcrfcld, who ran for village 


trustee In I960, was tentatively chosen to 
fill the vacancy on the zoning board. 
Sommcrfcld said yesterday he would 
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consider the appointment before deciding 
whether he had the time to serve. Board 
members also voted to recommend the 
rcappointmcnt of zoning board member 
Alan Martin. 


The trustees also favored the reap- 


polntmcnt of Vcrn Nystrom to the police 
and fire commission. Nystrom Is cur- 
rently the chairman of that commission. 


OTHERS ENDORSED for renppolnt- 


mcnt Include Robert Buergcr to head 
civil defense, and Elmer Lcmkc and 
Raymond Kulplns for the electrical com- 
mission. 


Board members voted to fill the va- 


cancies on the youth commission by rec- 
ommending the appointment of Philip 
Klrkcgaard and Martin Murphy to that 
board. Current youth commission mem- 
bers June Orlowskl, Lonl Milz and Mary 
Jane Kopacck were also recommended 
for rcappomtment. 


Although members of the board dis- 


cussed the applicants for the newly 
created environmental commission, no 
decision was made on appointments so 
that Richard Calfa, former president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, could be In- 
terviewed for the position Monday. 


Calfa originally applied for a seat on 


the commission, but withdrew his nalne 
because of his involvement in a con- 
troversy with residents over a driveway 
at Mil W. Dundee Road. Trustee Ed 
Bcrgcr sold Calfa "had a change of 
heart."'and the trustees agreed to Inter- 
view him for the commission seat. 


PRELIMINARY VOTES on the envi- 


ronmental commission positions indicate 
that former trustee Michael Valenza and 
resident William Rogers will be two 
members of the three-man commission. 


During the voting, Trustee Don D. 


Jackson questioned whether Valenza 
would be able to serve the village on that 
board "In light of his unfavorable public- 
ity. It just Isn't good business to me, 
even though the man has years of ser- 
vice to the village," he said. "I just won- 
der how effective he can be, given the 
stigma that's on him." 


Other trustees argued that Valenza's 


Involvement with a federal grand jury 
investigating building and zoning prac- 
tices In Wheeling should not affect their 
decision. 


"If you have nothing against the man's 


qualifications, and if you arc not against 
the man personally, then you are going 
on the vendetta of the newspapers," said 
Trustee Bill Hcin. 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted C. Sconlon 


asked that no recommendations be made 
for the vacancies on the environmental 
and youth commissions or the board of 
health. He said he thought there was "a 
great deal of work to be done" before the 
commissions could be formed. 


The trustees also did not discuss ap- 


pointments to either the Industrial, hu- 
man relations or public relations com- 
missions. Trustee Al Lang said he had 
prepared a rough draft of an ordinance 
that would combine these commissions 
Into a new Wheeling Relations Commis- 
sion. 


Lang had previously suggested these 


three commissions be dissolved because 
of lack of activity and lack of quorum, 
pther trustees recommended combining

The house has been boarded up since

"At the moment we have some bids 


out to wreckers to wreck it," Block said. 
The attorney said that when the bids are 


returned he will submit one to the pro- 
bate court for approval, and then apply 
for a wrecking permit. 


Block said the building \vill be torn 


down "as quickly as possible. My guess 
Is about two weeks." 


BILL BIEBER. director of building 


and zoning, said he has been working to 
get the building torn down for some 
time. "But I have no ordinance that al- 
lows us to go in and tear something down 
and assess the property," he said. 


Bieber said the house has been board- 


ed up since the fire, "but the kids in the 
neighborhood, as fast as they put up ply- 
wood, tear it down." 


According to Bieber, the house will be 


razed as soon as the court approves the 
matter. 


Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprung leak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was it a bird? Was it a plane? 
No one in the Westgate neighborhood In Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were.- In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working In 
construction. 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing 'at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where it hits, it stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night. It all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved Itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down." he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser .called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Vallque, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


liquc. "The chemical Is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which Imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


Ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Vallque. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car, you would get a 
mist. But even if It was possible, it would come down in a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE. Waldbuesser Is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she Inspected her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possi-' 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes 
who come Into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim 
consequences are, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Nell Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

50% school funding vetoed 


The Illinois Supreme Court ruled yes- 


terday the state docs not have to provide 
SO per cent of the money for public 
schools under the 1970 stale constitution. 


The court's ruling came In n suit filed 


by Mies Mayor Nicholas Blase that ar- 
gued the education article of the con- 
stitution requires the state to assume SO 
per cent of funding of Illinois schools. 
The article states, "The state has prima- 
ry responsibility for financing the system 
of public education." 


In Its ruling, the court said the Ian- 


Iguogo was Intended to "state a com- 
: •mitment. a purpose, a goal" rather than 
; to legally bind the state to any level of 
• funding. 


In response to the ruling, State Rep. 


Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
a leader in efforts to raise state support 
of education to the 50 per cent level, sold 
she does not believe the ruling is a major 
setback. 


"If the court had come out In favor of 


Nick Blase it would have had a strong 
effect," she said. However, she said the 
Illinois General Assembly, in adopting a 
new state school aid formula this year, 
has moved toward providing 50 per cent 
funding for the schools and will continue 
to do so. 


THE NEW FORMULA, called the "re- 


source equalizer," will be phased In dur- 
ing the next four years.

Marper janitors may strike 


if pact talks don't resume 


Harper College In Palatine may face a 


strike by Its custodial and maintenance 
staff unless a contract negotiations Im- 
passe is resolved soon. 


M. E. (Curlcy) Lore, organizational di- 


rector for Local II of the Service Em- 
ployes Union, AFL-CIO, which represents 
the Harper staff, said yesterday the 
union members will probably take a 
strike vote within the next two weeks un- 
less talks succeed in breaking the Im- 
passe. 


Lore said ho has asked negotiators for 


the college to meet this week and has 
also asked that the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service be asked to 
intervene In the dispute. 


Wilfred Von Mayr, director of person- 


nel for the college and head of the col- 
lege's negotiations with the union, said 
ho will bo willing to meet with the union, 
but "we'd hove to take under advise- 
ment" tho request for federal media- 
tion." 


NEGOTIATIONS have been going on 


between the college and Local 11 since 
June 18, Von Mnyr said. He and Lore 
said tho main issues In tho dispute arc 
wages and "dues checkoff," the right for 
union members to have union dues 
withheld from their paychecks. 


Tho college fins offered the union sala- 


ry Increases of about five per cent, Von 


• Mayro said, but "the board has not cm- 
' powered us to negotiate dues checkoff." 
. • Lore said tho union Is demanding 8 per 


cent salary Increases, the S.S per cent 
' allowed under tho federal wage guide- 


lines and "the 2.5 per cent they cheated 


• us out of last year." 


Lost year, Lore said, custodians and 


maintenance men received a three per 
cent pay Increase, 2.5 per cent less than 
Iho cost of living Increase. "We want tho 
2.5 per cent as catch up this year," he 
•aid. 


IN ADDITION, In a prepared state- 


ment Issued yesterday, Lore charged tho 
college with "union busting" tactics. 


Harper officials will not allow' volun- 


tary withholding of union dues, he said, 
"because it is a fountalnhead of anti- 
union activity." He also said the mainte- 
nance and custodial supervisors have 
called meetings during working hours to 
"harangue against the union." 


"They have so many foremen and call 


so many meetings that they're better or- 
ganized than we arc," Lore said. 


Von Mayr said the custodial and 


maintenance staffs now have about 57 
rank-and-file employes, although Iho de- 
partment Is authorized to have as many 
as 67 workers. In addition, he said the 
department has five supervisors and five 
foremen and six other employes who are 
not covered by union contract. Lore said 
about 70 per cent of the rank and file are 
members of Local 11. 


LORE WOULD not predict what the 


chances for a strike arc. However, he 
sold, "A strike is always the last resort, 
but as far as I'm concerned, a couple of 
pickets at each entrance to the campus 
might rattle their cage a little and make 
them more responsive to the workers." 


Lore said ho would expect Teamsters 


Union members driving trucks with sup- 
plies for the college would respect Local 
It's picket line. "We would expect that 
tho teachers and people like that would 
go In," ho said, "but they wouldn't get 
any deliveries." 


Von Mayr would not comment on the 


possibilities of a strike, saying, "I can't 
speak for the union," but also added, "I 
suspect It's a little unrepresentative of 
our staff." 


Local 11 staged "informational picket- 


Ing" of Harper College In the fall of 1970 
during a dispute over the recognition of 
the union by the college board of 
trustees. In November, 1970, the union 
won recognition In an election' held 
among custodial and maintenance em- 
ployes. Another election to determine 
whether the union still represented tho 
employes was held last spring at the 
request of the board of trustees. 


said she thought Blase's suit may have 
helped pass the formula. 


Blase, however, said he now expects to 


see the legislature provide even less 
money to the schools than in the past. He 
said the new formula "was an in- 
finitesimal change," and added, "now 
we're back where we started." 


Blase also said he will investigate the 


possibility of appealing the decision to 
the U.S. Supreme Court, even though the 
high court rarely hears cases involving 
interpretation of state constitutions. The 
basis for the appeal, he said, might be 
tho fact that the court "said you can 
have language In a constitution that 
doesn't mean anything. We've always In- 
terpreted every word of the U.S. Con- 
stitution, but now the court has said the 
word 'primary' does not mean any- 
thing." 


He said the ruling, if applied to other 


parts of the state constitution may mean 
"the court can say the constitution 
means what they want it to mean and 
not what they are directed by the lan- 
guage of the (U.S.) Constitution. That 
question may interest the U.S. Supreme 
Court." 


ACCORDING TO officials in the office 


of the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, the state will provide only 40 per 
cent of public schools' total $3 billion rev- 
enue during the current fiscal year. Fig- 
ured on an expenditure basis, a spokes- 
man said, the state's contribution will be 
only about 35 per cent. 


Additional spending totaling nearly 


$300 million would be needed to raise the 
state's share to $1.5 billion, or half the $3 
billion revenue total.

Grand jury to get evidence Thursday 
Agnew asks for House probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice Presl- 


dent Splro T. Agnew, Informed that evi- 
dence involving him will go to a federal 
grand jury this week, asked the House of 
Representatives Tueday for a full In- 
vestigation that could lead to his vindica- 
tion or impeachment. 


Declaring again that "I have nothing 


to hide," Agnew made his request in a 
letter to Speaker Carl Albert that was 
read on the House floor In late afternoon. 
The House, with 50 members on the 
floor, adjourned shortly afterward with- 
out debating the proposal. 


President Nixon, who had met sepa- 


rately Tuesday morning with Agnew and 
Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson, 
Issued a statement urging the public to 
give Agnew "basic, decent consideration 
and presumption of innocence that are 
both his right and his due." 


Nixon said Agnew told him at their 


meeting of his intention to request a 
House investigation of allegations of 
wrongdoing against him. "During our 
discussion, the vice president again — as 
he had done in our previous meetings, 
denied the charges that had been made 
against him," Nixon said. 


Agnew met with the House leadership 


a few minutes after Richardson an- 
nounced that evidence involving Agnew 


would be presented Thursday to the fed- 
eral grand jury in Baltimore that has 
been investigating allegations of political 
k i c k b a c k s in Maryland since last 
January. 


Agnew was told Aug. 1 that he was 


under investigation for possible violation 
of bribery, tax fraud, extortion and con- 
spiracy laws. He quickly claimed that he 
was Innocent of any wrongdoing and has 
restated his position repeatedly since. 


Agnew wrote Albert that the Con- 


stitution prohibited any criminal pro- 
ceeding against a sitting vice president. 


Besides, he said, he has been the tar- 


get of "a constant and ever-broadening 
stream of rumors, accusations and spec- 
ulations" that have made it impossible 
for a grand jury to consider his case fair- 
ly. 


Albert told UPI after .he and other 


House leaders met with Agnew that no 
decision had been reached on the vice 
president's request for an inquiry. 


"There are a lot of ramifications to 


this," Albert said. "We don't have any 
Idea when or what we will do." 


Agnew predicted he would win vindica- 


tion by a full House Investigation of the 
allegations against him. Nevertheless, 
any such inquiry could be the first step 
toward Impeachment by the House if the 


investigation yielded sufficient evidence 
for an indictment. In that event the Sen- 
ate would hold a trial on the Impeach- 
ment charges. The Justice Department 
said Richardson was unaware of Ag- 
new's plans to request an Investigation 
by the House. Spokesman John W. Hush- 
en said the department's investigation 
would continue through the grand jury, 
which will reconvene Thursday in Balti- 
more. 


Richardson disclosed that two weeks of 


negotiations with Agnew's lawyers failed 
to resolve "problems which might other- 
wise result in a constitutional dilemma 
of potentially serious consequence to the 
nation. 


Richardson did not amplify, but it was 


believed the talks might have centered 
on a search for a compromise over Ag- 
new's refusal to resign. Agnew's lawyers 
contend that a sitting vice president can- 
not be subject to criminal prosecution 
unless he first resigns or is impeached 
by Congress. 


Richardson's decision to go ahead with 


the grand jury Investigation prompted 
Agnew to turn immediately to the House 
and request that It, "as the repository 
for all questions of impeachment," make 
a thorough inquiry into allegations which 
he said "are the most serious in nature."

Agnew's lawyers said over the week- 


end that they would go to court some- 
time this week to try to block presenta- 
tion of evidence against him to the grand 
jury. 


Sky lab 2 crew back in good shape 


(From Herald news services) 


The epic voyage of the Skylab 2 crew 


ended with a bullseye splashdown in tho 
Pacific Tuesday afternoon, after 59Vi 
days and 24.4 million miles in space. 


Astronauts Alan L. Bean, Owen K. 


Garrlott and Jack R. Lousma landed 
within six miles of the aircraft carrier 
New Orleans, about 225 miles southwest 
of San Diego. 


They were in good spirits and apparent 


good health as they emerged from their 
Apollo capsule. Doctors ordered them to 
take it easy, with the immediate question 
to be answered how well they were re- 
adapting to earth's gravity after their 
long period of weightlessness. 


The recovery was made in six to eight 


foot seas, rolling under the influence of 
Hurricane Irah which had caused some 
early concern that it might affect the re- 
turn effort. The storm was safely to the 
south during splashdown. 


The astronauts left their eight-room 


home In the sky early in the morning, 
sealing the hatch at 9:25 a.m. Some 5% 
hours later, while 270 mites above the 
Indian Ocean, the Apollo drifted slowly 
from the big space station and prepared 
to fire for re-entry. 


That maneuver was a source of great 


concern early In the mission, when pro- 
pellont leaks were found in two sets of 
steering and control rockets. As a pre- 
caution, a rescue ship was readied at 
Cape Kennedy. 


It never was needed, as the two re- 


maining rocket sets did the job. The as- 
tronauts did have to cancel plans to sail 
around the Skylab for Inspection before

departing, and they used one long main 
engine firing instead of two shorter burns 
to slow down and begin re-entry. 


Skylab, which Bean described as look- 


ing like a Christmas tree as they sailed 
from it, will remain unoccupied for an- 
other six weeks. On Nov. 11, a third Sky- 
lab crew — Gerald P. Corr, Edward G. 
Gibson and William R. Pogue — will be 
launched for an eight-week stay. 


Until then, scientists will pore over the 


results of Skylab 2, already judged an 
outstanding scientific success which went 
a long way toward proving man can live 
a year or longer in space. 


Bean, Garriott and Lousma gathered 


an unprecedented amount of data show- 
ing how man responds to long exposure 
to weightlessness. They brought back 
thousands of pictures and miles of 
recording tape detailing information 
about earth's precious natural resources 
and the puzzling mechanisms on the sun 
that generate awesome amounts of ener- 
gy- 


Irak moves toward Mexico 
with winds over 100 m.p.h. 


REDWOOD CITY, Calif (UPI) — Hur- 


ricane Irah, a "superstorm" with winds 
of more than 100 miles an hour, swept 
through shipping lanes from the Panama 
Canal Tuesday, raked the tip of the Baja 
Peninsula and headed for the Mexican 
coast north of Mazatlan. 


The U.S. Eastern Pacific Hurricane 


Center, tracking the storm through 
weather satellites, predicted it would 
move onshore in continental Mexico 30 to 
60 miles southeast of Los Mochls. Fore- 
caster Robert Baum said its winds will 
be potent. 


The hurricane passed close to the Cape 


of San Lucas at the tip of Baja, Califor- 
nia, drenching some low-lying villages. 


Winds at the center of the hurricane, 


dubbed a "superstorm" by forecasters, 
were somewhat diminished Tuesday. 
They had been reported as high as 430 
miles an hour earlier while the storm 
was moving up the Pacific through the 
heavily traveled shipping lanes from the 
Panama Canal. 


The Coast Guard said it had no reports 


of ships in trouble in the storm area. 


"Pacific hurricanes are more intense 


but smaller than those on the Atlantic," 
Baum said. Such storms occur about. 15 
to 18 times a year, he said. They are 
closely watched by the Weather Service 
so that ships may be warned. 


Irah showed up hi the Pacific five days 


ago and has been tracked closely since 
then. 


Hunt: lookout man a 'double agent9 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - E. Howard 


Hunt Jr. testified Tuesday he believed 
Alfred C. Baldwin III, lookout man for 
tho Watergate bugging team, was a 
double agent who tipped off police the 
night of the break-in at Democratic head- 
quarters. 


In his second day of testimony before 


tho Senate Watergate committee, Hunt 
said that Baldwin, who was a govern- 
ment witness at the trial of the original 
seven break-In conspirators last January, 
had "intimate ties" with the Democratic 
Party in Conneclcut and had a girl 
friend who worked at the party's offices 


in the Watergate. 


Hunt's allegations were promptly de- 


nied by Baldwin's attorney, Robert C. 
Mlrto, hi West Haven, Conn., and dis- 
puted by Sen. Lowell P. Welcker, 
R-Conn,, a member of the Watergate 
committee. 


"It's absolutely not true," Mlrto said. 


"They got caught by their own stupid- 
ity." 


Welcker, a friend of Baldwin's, said 


Baldwin is a registered Republican hi 
Connecticut and that Baldwin "flatly 
denies" he acted as a double agent to 
trigger the arrests at the Democrats' 


Watergate headquarters. 


Baldwin is a former FBI agent who 


has acknowledged he tape-recorded 200 
wiretapped conversations of Democratic 
officials from a hotel room across the 
street from the Watergate. 


In his May 24 testimony before the 


Senate committee, Baldwin said that he 
was posted as lookout the night of the 
Watergate raid and shouted frantic 
warnings over a walkie-talkie when he 
saw plainclothes police entering the Wa- 
tergate building. He said the bugging 
team disregarded his warning. However, 


Hunt contradicted this version. 


Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., 


committee vice chairman, told Hunt 
there were "rather considerable" in- 
dications that the Central Intelligence 
Agency "wittingly or unwittingly" pro- 
vided support for Hunt's various oper- 
ations.

States, the Soviet Union, China, Britain 


As Gromyko spoke, the seat 
of the chief Chinese U.N. delegate, 
Huang Hua, was conspicuously vacant 
and three lower-ranking Chinese dele- 
gates listened to the speech." 


Gromyko asked that the-proposal be

'Market basket' up 8.1% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Spurred by a 


record week In farm prices, the cost of a 
typical market basket of food for Ameri- 
can families zoomed in August at an an- 
nual rate of 8.1 per cent, or $124, to a 
new peak of $1,653, a government report 
showed Tuesday. 


The percentage gain from July was the 


biggest for any month since 1946 and the 
dollar increase was the largest on 
record, officials said. 


Reflecting a price spiral that followed 


President Nixon's action In lifting most 
food price ceilings July 18, the Agricul- 
ture Department report showed the an- 
nual-rate basket cost was up 24.8 per 
cent, or $328, from August, 1972. 


Converting the annual-rate "August 


basket" figure to a weekly basis shows 
the cost equaled $31.79 a week, up $2.38 
from July and $6.30 above a year earlier. 


The market basket report covers gro- 


cery store prices for a collection of U.S.- 
produced farm foods, not Including non- 
farm items like fish, for a hypothetical 
household of 3.2 persons. 


Figures used in market basket calcu- 


lations were gathered in August at a 
time after price ceilings on all foods ex- 
cept beef had been lifted. In spite of that, 
the report showed the average retail 
price of all cuts of choice grade beef 
jumped from $1.36 a pound in July to a 
record $1.44 in August.

Are varicose veins and hardening of 


the arteries the same thing? If not, could 
you tell me what they arc. 


The veins are the vessels you can see 


directly underneath the skin, as over the 
back of the hand and forearm. You can 
also see the veins stand out in the feet 
and sometimes In the legs. They usually 
have a bluish coloration when viewed ex- 
ternally. 


Tho blood carried In the veins is re- 


turning from the cells and is low in oxy- 
gen. The low oxygen content contributes 
to the bluish coloration of the veins as 
you sec them through the skin. 


When tho veins In the legs become 


markedly dilated they are called vari- 
cose veins. This is particularly apt to oc- 
cur In women, and especially following 
pregnancy. The condition also occurs in 
men, but less frequently. 


Hardening of the arteries Is not a sci- 


entific term but is commonly used to re- 
fer to atherosclerosis, meaning fatty de- 
posits In the walls of the arteries. These 
fatty deposits can later be calcified and 
the artery becomes hard. 


THE ARTERIES carry the blood away 


from the left side of the heart. All of this 
blood has been oxygenated by the lungs 
and hence, it is red. It's also under high- 
er pressure than blood in the veins. You 
usually can't sec the arteries underneath 
the skin, although you may see the 
pumping of an artery in the temple in 
front of the ear, and, of course, you can 
feel the pulse In the wrist, which is 
caused by the pumping action of the 
heart. 


Atherosclerosis, or the fatty deposits, 


seen in the arteries usually does not oc- 
cur in the veins. There is one notable 
exception. If a vein Is transplanted Into 
the arterial system so it's exposed to the 
same pressure, It will sometimes show 
f a t t y deposits and undergo athe- 
rosclerosis. The pressure factor is impor- 
tant in whether a person develops athe- 
rosclerosis or not, and this is why high 
blood pressure is related to the devel- 
opment of heart attacks and strokes.

They have lists of the number of ca- 


lories of different foods, but what about 
the calories you lose while exercising. 
Take for example, walking. How long 
and at what pace does it take to lose 100 
calories? 


Your point illustrates that people are 


more inclined to concern 
themselves 


about the calories they eat than the ca- 
lories they use. The truth Is, both are 
important and the balance between the 
two represents the fat deposits. If you 
eat too many calories and use too little, 
you develop fat deposits. It's just like a 
checking account. 


There are tables that give the calories 


for all sorts of different physical activi- 
ties. Walking is perhaps one of the most 
common activities. A person who weighs 
150 pounds and walks at a speed of three 
miles per hour on level ground will use 
about 60 calories more per mile than he 
would if sitting or resting quietly. An 
hour of walking (three miles) would use 
100 calories. 


A SMALLER individual would lose 


less. A 100-pound individual would use 
about 45 additional calories a mile, while 
a heavier person at 200 pounds would use 
about 78 extra calories. 


There are 3,500 calories in an ordinary 


pound of body fat. A 150-pound individual 
walking 30 minutes a day would use an 
additional 90 calories every day. In 365 
days this would be equivalent to the ca- 
lories In about nine or 10 pounds of body 
fat.

Mass transit's death 


GAO needs subpoena power 


by CLARK R. MOLLENHOFF 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - The single 


most effective step Congress could take 
to reform federal campaign financing 
would be to provide the General Account- 
ing Office with the subpoena power. 


Even without this power, the GAO was 


the most powerful independent force pre- 
venting a successful administration cov- 
erup of the Nixon re-election committee's 
financing of the Watergate burglary. 


The Justice Department, the Federal 


Bureau of Investigation and the Treasury 
Department were all headed by ap- 
pointees of President Nixon, who were 
subject to partisan political influences in 
varying degrees. 


In the first months after the 1972 Wa- 


tergate burglary, the GAO's Office of 
Federal Elections could only ask for fi- 
nancial records and explanations con- 
cerning vital transactions involving Wa- 
tergate burglars G. Gordon Llddy, E. 
Howard Hunt, James McCord and Ber- 
nard Barker. 


Lack of subpoena power hampered the 


investigations in the July-October, 1972 
period. Only the ingenuity of Philip S. 
Hughes, director of the Office of Federal 
Elections, made it possible to pry loose 
enough pieces of the record to make In- 
evitable the indictment of Llddy and 
Hunt, both former White House aides. 


Without authority to ask federal courts 


to force production of records and wit- 
nesses, Hughes and his investigators 
were limited in their probe to Informa- 
tion gained voluntarily from former 
Commerce Secretary Maurice Stans, who 
was finance chairman of the Nixon re- 
election committee. 


Since the GAO had no subpoena power, 


Stans, Liddy and Deputy Campaign Di- 
rector Jeb S. Magruder tried to get by 
with fulfilling only minimum reporting 
requirements. They stalled 
on ex- 


planations of backup records that were 
put through the paper shredders or oth- 
erwise hidden until after the November 
election. 


Both Hughes and Comptroller General 


Elmer Staats are convinced legislation to 
provide the GAO with subpoena power 
would be the most important single step 
to guarantee effective administration of

current and future campaign financing 
laws. 


GAO is seeking subpoena power in leg- 


islation now before Congress under bi- 
partisan sponsorship that includes Sena- 
tors Sam Ervin, D-N.C., and Charles 
Percy, R-I11., and Representatives Chet 
Holificld, D-Cal., and Sam Gibbons, 
D-Fla. 


The legislation to give GAO subpoena 


power passed the Senate in 1971 at the 
time the Campaign Financing Act estab- 
lished the Office of Federal Elections, 
but it was not approved by the House. 


Now, the GAO request for subpoena 


power is before the Senate and House in 
separate legislation that will be broad 
enough to cover any records the GAO 
needs in connection with any of its 
watchdog duties over government spend- 


ing procedures and contracting. 


The Budgeting and Accounting Act of 


1921 established the GAO as an indepen- 
dent watchdog agency with a statutory 
authority to "all records" that the comp- 
troller general believed necessary to per- 
form his auditing function. However, 
there has been increasing difficulty in 
obtaining those records from various de- 
partments, particularly Defense, State 
and Treasury Departments, where it has 
been claimed that certain "advisory" 
records were exempt because of "execu- 
tive privilege." 


The Comptroller General had no way 


to get into court to adjudicate his right to 
financial records and has been at the 
mercy of department heads hi following 
through on Investigations Involving the 
C-5A jet transport, foreign aid, the fi- 
nancing of Lockheed's loan guarantees 
and payments to the Penn Central Rail- 
road. 


Given the power of subpoena, GAO 


would have authority to go directly to the 
federal courts to challenge any withhold- 
ing of documents by campaign com- 
mittee officials, by corporations who con- 
tract with the government or by the 
heads of the various departments of the 
government. 


Government lawyers, aware of the 


weakness of the GAO to do more than 
make public complaints about refusal to 
produce records, have consistently en- 
gaged in stalling tactics and have be- 
come increasingly brazen in covering 
e v i d e n c e of corruption and mis- 
management. 


Thanks to Watergate, the government's 


watchdog agency may be on the way to 
getting real teeth to administer the 
cleaning up of our elections and our gov- 
ernment contracting procedures.

Back in 1973 three politicians, 


guys named Walker, Blair and Da- 
Icy, got put into a corner by the 
demands of a transportation sys- 
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tcm that was limping along on the 
edge of financial doom, one wheel 
in the grave, so to speak. 


Everybody knew it, the trans- 


portation experts, the people who 
rode the Chicago .Transportation 
Authority and paid 50 cents for a 
dime ride and the people who lived 
in the suburbs who knew it too but 
refused to talk much about it in 
their cars. 


So a regional transit agency was 


proposed and Walker, Daley and 
Blair were the kingpins who hap- 
pened to have the power to make it 
work. They poked their fingers at 
each other and they talked about 
tax levies and accountability and 
apportionment and the like. Not 
one of them rode to work on the 
CTA or fought expressway traffic 
which could take years off a man's 
life while he sat there in a car and 
felt his time on earth drip off his 
forehead like sweat.. 


The three politicians sat at a 


round table and told each other the 
words they had said and resald a 
million times. They couldn't agree 
on anything even though the needs 
were clear and present. The people 
were going to be stuck with the 
taxes, everybody knew that from 
the start, but the real question was 
going to be who was going to carry 
the blame and not one politician 
was willing to take it on. 


Finally, one day the wheels 


stopped. They stopped when the Il- 
linois Central lost $6 million in 1973 
on commuter service and the Rock 
Island lost $3 million and the Mil- 
waukee Road lost $3 million and 
the CTA lost so much money no- 
body could ever figure out how 
much. The Chicago & North West- 
ern , lasted the longest and was 
even running trains down to the 
Loop after nobody was going there 
because the CTA had collapsed-and 
the Loop had died.

WASHINGTON - The Interstate High- 


way System la coming to the end of Its 
42.500.mllc long road. 


First proposed to Congress in 1055 by 


President Dwlght D. Eisenhower, 98 per 
cent of the coast-to-coast, bordcr-to-bor- 
dcr system has cither been completed or 
Is under construction. 


The final bill for It: $78 billion. 
What did the money buy? Backers of 


tho system praise It as the finest high- 
way system In the world. Critics claim It 
la simply a government-fed goose that 
laid golden eggs for the highway lobby. 


When tho last mile Is paved In the ear- 


ly 1980s, enough concrete will have been

States could be parked on it. 


The tar and asphalt would be enough 


to pave driveways of 35 million homes In 
suburbia. And enough dirt and rock was 
excavated to cover the state of Con- 
necticut knee deep. Over 14,000 inter- 
changes will have been built and the land 


used for the rights of way totals 1.7 mil- 
lion acres. 


Transportation Secretary Claude S. 


Brlnegar earlier this month termed the 
system "the safest and best engineered 
highway network In the world." 


Critics of the system scornfully refer to 


it as the biggest public works project in 
American history. President Nixon ex- 
pressed still another view when he 
signed the $23 billion highway bill Aug. 
13. He said he thought it was "boring" 
to drive on super highways. 


But when Nixon put his signature on 


the bill it was acclaimed as the first ma- 
jor setback for the highway lobby since 
the Interstate Highway System was sold 
to Congress. 


The reason Is, the bill specified that for 


the first time funds from the $4 billion 
Highway Trust Fund, which financed 
construction of the Interstate system, 


may be used for mass transit. 


Under the compromise, three-year bill, 


the fund will remain inviolate for the 
first year, but $200 million will be re- 
leased during the second year for pur- 
chase of buses. During the third year, 
$800 million will be freed for buses, rail 
systems or subways.

"No longer must urban planners think 


'just highways'... Now they will be able 
to consider tradeoffs to alternatives," 
Brinegar said. 


But .the highway lobby Is not about to 


panlc'ln fear Its trust fund will eventual- 
ly be taken over by mass transit advo- 
cates. 


Keep in mind that even this small leak 


in the fund came only after a tough fight 
in Congress, a highway trust fund backer 
said. "Besides, any nation with 100 mil- 
lion vehicles Is going to need highways in 
the future — lots of them.

This is not to say 
that continuing education has no merit, 
but shouldn't the academic side of Har- 
per at least be equal to the non-academ- 
ic? 


For reasons of economics I have at- 


tended Harper to receive the first two 
years of my education. I must be as- 
sured that this education will place me 
on an equal level with a Junior student in 
a four-year university. Any serious stu- 
dent at Harper would not want this, but 
must depend on it. Is this type of student 
being neglected at Harper? 


May I add that I have been in a class 


with Mr. Powell, and as a teacher he is 
one of the best. Many students respect 
and admire him, and you leave his class

Wray has developed the capability to 


got Instant cold drinks Into hands all 
across the world, and It may make him a 
wealthy man. 


The 37-year-old former oil and gas ex- 


plorer has Invented a soft drink can with 
a self-contained chilling system. 


It enables the consumer, miles or 


hours from any refrigeration, to pull the 
tab top on a warm can of soda, wait 90 
seconds for the chill capsule to work and 
then take a swig of a frosty beverage. 


CHILL CAN Industries, with Wray a 


major stockholder, Is to begin production 
early next year at Its Burns Flat, Okla., 
plant, of more than 500,000 cans a day 
containing the device. 


"Wo hope to be In full swing to catch 


the summer market next year," said 
Wray, who believes horizons are virtual- 
ly unlimited for his brainchild which took 
six years to perfect. 


Aside from the obvious use In canned 


beverages such as soft drinks, beer and 
juices, Wray said he hopes to apply the 
device to canned puddings and other des- 
serts, promised cocktails and Items In 
uncoolcd vending machines In hotels and 
motels. 


"It will work on practically anything 


that's canned," he said, "and the best 
part Is It fits all existing dimensions for 


Savings deposits 
down in August 


A substantial outflow In savings depos- 


its was recorded by the nation's savings 
and loan associations in August, the 
United States Savings and Loan League 
reported recently. 


The trade association said the esti- 


mated $1.1 billion loss In August moved 
well beyond the run-off of $313 million 
registered at Insured savings and loan 
associations In July, and showed a 
marked departure from the usual results 
In the month of August. 


The League based last month's survey 


on reports from 714 associations holding 
slightly more than 40 per cent of tho sav- 
ings and loan business' assets. 


"In contrast to tho estimated $1.1 bil- 


lion loss, associations In the past five 
years have experienced results In August 
ranging from last year's high of plus $1.8 
billion to a small loss of $4 million in 
August, 1969," the report said. 


Tho adverse savings flow Is having an 


Immediate negative Impact on tho mort- 
gage market. Loans closed by associ- 
ations In August moved down to $4.7 bil- 
lion, as compared to the $5.7 billion 
closed In June, 1973. "On a seasonally 
adjusted annual basis, net savings In Au- 
gust were off by $3.7 billion, thus dipping 
below the gain for tho year of tho severe 
crunch of i960."

HERE'S THE WAY It works: 
When you pull the tab on the can, the

"We are going to try to be competitive 


with refrigeration," Wray said. "Con- 
venience is probably the biggest thing 
we're selling." 


WRAY SAID HE got the Idea when he 


ran a firm drilling for oil and gas near 
Klttannlng, Pa., in 1967. 


"Being out in the oil fields, I got so 


thirsty sometimes I thought I was going 
to die," he said. "I actually would He 
down In a creek to get a drink. I would 
have paid anything for a cold drink." 


He set to work on his idea, went 


through about 1,000 drawings and 200 or 
300 prototypes. "The first one looked like 
a monstrosity," he recalled. 


Researchers at Battclle Memorial In- 


stitute here spent three or four months 
getting a working model, and the device 
is still being perfected, Wray said. 


THE INVENTOR can think of all kinds 


of situations calling for quick-chilled 
drinks — the farmer stuck on a tractor 
on the south forty, the fisherman deep in 
the woods, Mom and Dad In a hot car on 
tho turnpike with screaming kids. 


Ho also envisions a good market for 


the chilled beverages In Mexico, where 
Ice cubes can cause dysentery, and 
large-size containers for crossing the 
desert.

Can a car pool be an insurance hazard, 


exposing drivers to liabilities not covered 
by their regular insurance? 


Hie return of the school year has reac- 


tivated car pools by the thousands across 
the country. They can be great time and 
money savers, plus cutting down on air 
pollution by autos. And this year the gas 
shortages provide an added incentive to 
pool cars. 


But can all these advantages be out- 


weighed by the possibility of a crushing 
$10,000 or $50,000 personal injury lawsuit, 
uncovered by Insurance? 


That's a fear that makes many people 


reluctant to become involved in car 
pools, the Insurance Institute concedes — 
but the hazards can be eliminated by fol- 
lowing a couple of simple rules. 


The hazards, such as they are, and the 


rules to be followed apply equally, by the 
way, to car pools for school children and 
for commuting workers. 


The driver of a privately owned car, 


used in a pool, Is fully covered by the 
driver's (or owner's) regular auto insur- 


nace, says the Institute, except in one 
circumstance. 


THAT'S WHEN the driver is making a 


profit on carrying pool riders. The catch 
is that a driver may be "operating a ve- 
hicle for profit" without even realizing it. 


If everyone contributes equally to pro- 


viding the car of the day, and shares 
equally in the driving chores, there's no 
problem. There can be one, though, when 
one or more members of the pool don't 
drive, but pay a regular fee to those who 
do. 


To avoid having your insurance in- 


validated because you were operating a 
vehicle for profit, you have to make cer- 
tain that the fees received don't exceed 
your actual costs. 


Cost, essentially, means gas and oil 


and general depreciation. That doesn't 
amount to much for a short trip of a mile 
or two, and a SO-cent fee could well 
throw you into the profit-making cate- 
gory — and throw your insurance out the 
window, if somebody wanted to get tech- 
nical about it. 


TRYING TO figure out precise oper- 


ating costs for each car in the pool (no 
two alike, probably) can get pretty in- 
volved. "A simpler way for the nonshar- 
Ing passengers to reimburse the pool 
members," suggests the Insurance Infor- 
mation Institute, "is to give a gift some 
time during the year to the drivers. 


"This divorces the concept of 'fee* 


from the privilege of riding in a car pool, 
and leaves the Insurance protection In- 
tact." 


There is one other legitimate concern 


for a car pool driver, the Institute adds. 
That's the amount of personal Injury cov- 
erage that he or she has. 
, 


Liability coverage consists of two 


kinds. One protects you against court 
judgments (or insurance company settle- 
ments) resulting from personal injuries. 
The other gives you the same kind of 
protection in case of property damage 
caused by your car. 


HAVING FOUR or five passengers 


with you Is not likely to increase the 
amount of property damage done, If 
you're Involved in that kind of accident. 
But when personal Injuries occur, your 
financial exposure can be multiplied by 
the number of passengers. 


Envision, for example, jury awards of 


$150,000 to each of four passengers in 
your car. Would you be covered? 


Increasing the limits of your liability 


coverage costs relatively little, and you 
might want to consider the institute's 
suggestion of $300,000-$500,000 for car 
pool drivers. That gives you coverage up 
to $300,000 for injuries suffered by any 
person, and $500,000 per accident — that 
Is, for all passengers injured in one acci- 
dent. 


If you're not certain you know how to 


read and understand your auto policy, 
ask your agent what your "bodily In- 
jury" coverage Is, and how much it 
would cost to increase It.

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Cutting men's hair 


In a legal tangle 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Not only do Mclvln and I buy our jeans 


at the same unisex boutique, but we also 
wear our hair alike so I wasn't surprised 
ono day when he asked me for the name 
of my favorite hairdresser. 


How was I to know by answering his 


simple request I was serving as an ac- 
complice to a possible felony? But I'm 
clean. It never came off because Mclvln 
was turned down. 


Yet that's how I learned It Is against 


tho law in Illinois for beauticians to cut 
men's hair —'dye It, groom It, even curl 
It they may — but never even one little 
snip. A beautician who gets caught with 
scissors in hand and a man In his or her 
chair, can receive a stiff fine, prison sen- 
tence and if that's not bad enough, also 
lose his or her license. 


ONLY A BAItBEK may cut a man's 


crop on top and, for that matter, barbers 
are the only ones licensed by state law to 
cut women's hair too. 


It Is legal for beauticians to cut wom- 


en's hair only If It Is done In connection 
with styling and arranging. In advertis- 
ing the process must be referred to as 
trimming, shaping or thinning ... but 
never cutting. 


And that was my second rude awak- 


ening. All these years I've been paying 
for shapings and trims, but never, the 
state says, have I received a plain old 
haircut. 


This only serves to Introduce a real 


hairy situation. I happen to believe in 
equal rights for everyone (certainly this 
time the men need help). Moreover, Mel- 
vln Is very jealous because he Isn't 
allowed to go to the same beauty shop I 
do. 


THIS WHOLE IIAIH situation has been 


a sore point for beauticians since 1925, 
the year the Barber and Beauty Culture 
Act was passed. The entire province of 


cutting hair was given to the barbers 
while beauticians were left with the pos- 
sibilities of styling and treating the hair 
only. 


The job of enforcing the act was hand- 


ed to the Department of Registration and . 
Education (ORE), the agency still in 
charge today. 


The case Banghart vs. Walsh in 1030 


challenged the statute on grounds that 
the division of powers was not directly 
related to the "health, safety and wel- 
fare" of the general public — the only 
grounds on which the legislature and, 
therefore, also the department Is legally 
entitled to regulate professions. 


IN OTHER WORDS the beauticians 


feel It is unconstitutional to tell a man or 
a woman where he or she may go for a 
haircut. 


The Illinois Supreme Court, deciding it 


was an unfair exercise not to allow beau- 
ticians to carry out their full services, 
Issued on order allowing them to cut 
women's hair, but only as it was re- 
quired In arranging and dressing. 


Thus beauticians received a few more 


allowances than they hod previously en- 
joyed, while the barbers were appeased 
and still protected. 


But what no one foresaw In 1930 was 


today's current unisexual revolution 
where men and women exchange fads 
and fashions... even some of the same 
hairstyles. 


"We are not trying to steal the bar- 


ber's business. Obviously, men wouldn't 
be coming to us In the first place if they 
weren't already dissatisfied," said Mar- 
sha Becker, executive director of the Illi- 
nois Hairdressers and Cosmetologists As- 
sociation, an organization which Is ac- 
tively battling the present restrictions. 


"WOMEN customers complain to us 


because we won't even cut their little' 
boys' hair when they come with them 


into the beauty shops. They don't under- 
stand it's a felony which Is why we as an 
industry are being forced to take this to 
court," she continued. 


The most recent case to make waves 


was Joseph Panlco vs. Robinson. A Ber- 
wyn hairdresser, Panico was arrested 
for taking the scissors to, of all people, 
his own lawyer. He Is ultimately fighting 
for his livelihood for revocation of his 
license will rob him of his career. 


Currently appealing his case, Panico 


and his fellow hairdressers have no idea 
where they stand because Appellate 
Court Judge Nathan Cohen, who presided 
over the hearing, said in essence that It 
Is wrong and unconstitutional to dis- 
criminate against male patrons. They 
should be able to receive any of the same 
services as women, but since beauticians 
had no right to cut women's hair, they 
also have no right to cut men's hair, he 
said. One of the most non-decision orders 
to come down, Cohen maintained that 
there was nothing further to be said be- 
cause the circuit court had no power to 
override the previous 1930 ruling by the 
state Supreme Court. 


Now a class action for declaratory 


judgment on behalf of all hairdressers 
has been filed to clarify the whole hair- 
cutting matter. 


This Is 'the most recent step taken, 


though It looked for a while last spring, 
as if hairdressers had finally ridden out 
the halrcuttlng storm. 


ALONG WITH Introducing new sani- 


tary rules, the DRE changed the wording.

low cutting or trimming of hair as long 
as it was done In connection with arrang- 
ing and dressing the hair of "any per- 
son." 


Beauticians were elated and acted ac- 


cordingly. Bill Bennett of Sir William 
Beauty Shops in Arlington and Palatine

Hints for fall cleaning

Apply cobwebs to a cut to stop bleed- 


ing... put wild mint wherever you wish 
to keep mice out... and, to make a fowl 
tender, give It a tablespoon of vinegar 
half an hour before killing. 


These quaint bits of household wisdom 


Are from old homcmakcrs' books, pub- 
lished between 1852 and 1907. But some 
of the old household hints are just as 
good today as yesterday. Take, for In- 
stance, "Egg shells, crushed up, will 
clean your water bottle and vinegar 
cruet beautifully." Or, "Keeping on 
apple In your cake box will keep cake 
fresh for a long time." 


Today, as yesterday, few of us can re- 


sist reading suggestions on making 
housework easier. Here, then, is this col- 
umn's fall collection of helpful household 
hints, old and new. None will moke you 
rich or beautiful. But one or more may 
help you make It from October to Octo- 
ber with just a bit less effort. 


When It comes to household hints, 


those that suggest easier ways to clean 
things ore handy. But even better are 
those that suggest ways to avoid cleaning 
In the flnt place. 


FOR INSTANCE, if you're beginning • 


messy-hand* task, such as kneading 
dough or mixing meat loaf, place a plas- 
tic bag nearby first. Then you can slip it 
on quickly to answer your phone or door- 
bell, and save all those messy drips and 
drops. 


Another great fingerprint saver in- 


volves cutting a piece of plastic wrap 
about 10 Inches square and putting it on 
your refrigerator door where hands are 
apt to leave those messy finger marks. 
The wrap will be almost Invisible, yet It 
will stick to the door and save you much 
of that constant cleaning. 


You can cut down on soot appreciably, 


if you throw a handful of salt on the logs 
in your fireplace now and then. (You con 
also pour salt on a fresh wine stain on 
the rug, and the salt will soak up most of 
the wine.) 


And keeping a small sponge In the 


soap dish to soak up soap drippings will 
keep them from caking in the dish. 


LINING DRAWERS Is a job you con 


hardly avoid completely. But if you put 
in several layers of paper while you're at 
it, all you have to do Is slide out the top 
piece with adhesive-backed paper by tak- 
ing off just an inch or two of the protec- 
tive backing along the edges. The paper 
will stay In place. Then, when you get 
rcndy to change it, there's less stuck-on 
adhesive to remove. 


When you must clean, use a soft drink 


carton as a caddy for your cleaning sup- 
plies, and you'll save yourself a lot of 
steps. 


And when you clean, give some of the 


old standard household items a chance 
before you go out and buy the latest mir- 
acle cleaning products. Baking soda, for

put big signs in his windows advertising 
men's hairstyling . . . and the men 
flocked in. 


But less than a month after the De-

"MOST BARBERS give you the clipper 


treatment . . . the automatic zap ma- 
chine. It takes you a good three months 
to grow hair again," said one dis- 
appointed customer who declared he will 
go back to having his wife out his hair 
before he steps into a barber shop again. 


"Most men coming in didn't care if 


they were In a beauty shop. They were 
most interested In the finished product. 
And, of course, the females didn't mind 
at all either," said Bennett, who like 


•many beauticians envisions unisex beau- 
ty shops for the near future. 


Where do the barbers stand in this 


halrcutting merry-go-round? 


Barbers who refer to themselves as 


stylists and have had additional training 
to handle longer hair, merely shrug their 
shoulders. They will not go out of their 
way to aid hairdressers but neither do 
they feel their business will be injured if 
beauticians receive the right to cut 
men's hair. 


OTHER BARBERS don't know what 


their business is. Some thick it is only 
fair: beauticians shouldn't be able to cut 
men's hair because barbers can't cut 
women's hair. 


But spokesmen for the Barber's Union 


lay it on the line. 


"The law states they are not qualified 


or able to cut men's hair," said one local 
official. "If they want to cut men's hair, 
they should learn to do it and that means 
going to barber's school." 


Both beauticians and barbers invest 


about the same amount of time (approxi- 


mately nine months full-time) in school, 
though barbers are forced to serve a 
two-year apprenticeship before being 
fully licensed. 


Yet beauticians will argue that within 


their curriculum, they actually receive 
more training for styling longer hair. 


THE FACT that "most men look like 


women today," continued the union 
spokesman, does not alter the basic fact, 
that "beauticians must be qualified to 
cut men's hair." Doubletalk appears only 
to cloud the entire issue. 


Meanwhile, barbers continue to spy on 


beauticians hoping to catch a man ille- 
gally in their shops and Melvin goes 
around looking pretty shaggy of late. 


The only humorous note is that in the 


fight for equal rights, monopolized by 
women, men at least In one small area, 
suffer glaring discrimination. 


Yet one has been put over on us fe- 


males too — imagine receiving only 
trims and thins all these years ... never 
a haircut because that's against the law 
in Illinois!

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Tips on buying 
sewing machine 


A new booklet from the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture offers advice on 
shopping for a new sewing machine. The 
booklet, "Buying a New Sewing JIar 
chine," suggests that one consider the 
kind of sewing one expects to do and tt>w 
often the machine will be used. 


Most home sewing needs can be filled 


by a straight stitch machine with for- 
ward and reverse. This is the simplest 
and least expensive machine. Attach- 
ments are sometimes provided or may 
be purchased separately for zigzag 
s t i t c h i n g , buttonholes, ruffles, over- 
casting and blind hemming, but if you 
buy too many attachments, the cost may 
be more than that of a new machine with 
built-in features. 


A BASIC ZIGZAG machine can also 


sew a straight seam and the zigzag 
makes it possible to do several stitches 
such as overcasting, blind stitching and 
buttonholes. The more versatile zigzag 
machines offer up to 25 stitch possi- 
bilities including a variety of decorative 
stitches. 


The more complicated the machine, 


the more skill needed to use it. Straight 
stitch machines are simpler to use than 
zigzags, easier to care for and less likely 
to need adjustment, according to USDA. 


"Buying a New Sewing Machine" is 


available for 25 cents from Consumer In- 
formation, Pueblo, Colo., 81009. It also 
tells how to test a machine before pur- 
chase and what to look for in service 
agreements and guarantees.

That comes from Dan- 
ny's father, James Goodwin, a chemist 
for the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


A proud father also said his son has 


been twice an AIl-Amcrican catcher for 
Southern. This summer, Danny hit .500 
for the Cotuit (Mass.) Kettlers of the col- 
lege circuit Cape Cod League. He was 
named league MVP and played In the 
loop's Ail-Star game July 30 at Yankee 
Stadium. 


Now 20 years old, could Danny play In 


the majors today? "That's guessing, but 
I would think to. Yes, there's probably a 
chance," admitted C. V. Davis, Sox di- 
rector of player development. 


Plainly, the While Sox would have

Single women, young families find 
condo-home buying a wise move 


Doing your own thing in the Chicago 


suburbs these days means buying a con- 
dominium — especially If you're a ca- 
reer woman or a young married couple. 


So observes Robert W. Gaber, presi- 


dent and chief executive officer of Con- 
co Mortgage Company, San Francisco, 
who reports that a recent study of the 
condominium market in the Chicago 
suburbs revealed employed women and 
young families in a virtual tie for the 
designation as the number one group 
buying condos in this area. 


Conco Mortgage Company Is a na- 


tional mortgage banking and brokerage 
organization, with offices In principal 
cities throughout the United States. 


Gaber pointed out that 68 per cent of 


all condominium purchasers In the Chi- 
cago suburbs are either single career 
women — without children — or young 
marrieds aged 24 • 32. 


He Is quick to add that their reasons 


for being attracted to condos differ. 


"Single working women prefer the 


'life style* of condominiums. Reasons: 
three-fourths of the women reported 
condos give them freedom from mainte- 
nance, repair and lawn care problems," 
Gaber said. 
f 
"The Chicago suburbs' young mar- 


rieds. on the other hand, see their con- 
dominiums as a 'place to put down their 
roots' — to give them stability in the 
formative years of establishing a sound 
familial relationship." 


"Fully 90 per cent of the young fami- 


lies stated that they simply want a 
home to call their own." Gaber said. 


Both the singles and marrieds con- 


firm that a major factor in purchasing 
condominiums Is the spectre of splraling 
rental charges. 


"However. 79 per cent of these wom- 


en law a condominium unit as their 
primary form of Investment," Gaber 
continued. 


He notes that the women in the Chi- 


cago suburbs study frequently said: 
"My condo Is my home for years to 
come — it is also my security for the 
future when I no longer have that 


weekly pay check." 


This point of view contrasts sharply 


with that of the young marrieds who 
described condo ownership as a short 
range Investment — a first home or 
stepping stone from which they hope to 
profit on resale and (hen to apply that 
profit to a down payment on their next 
home. 


Interestingly enough, these couples 


expressed the hope of buying their next 
home within the same geographical area 
because of already established friend- 
ships. 


In some cases, Gaber cites social con- 


siderations as explanations given by 
working women of their decision to buy 
condominiums. 


"Twenty-three per cent of these 


women said that their friends are be- 
coming condominium-oriented — and 
that condo communities do offer op- 
portunities to meet other people." 


FOR EVENING, the more cored-for 
coifs look most dramatic especially in 
the shorter styles. Here the hair has 
been rolled Into a tight page behind 
each ear. In front, hair Is side-parted 
with bangs that sweep across the 
forehead. 


"While young couples appreciate 


having neighbors of the same age and 
Interests, the main social influences are 
recreational opportunities and amen- 
ities offered in condominium packages 
— tennis courts, swimming pools, ex- 
ercise rooms and playgrounds." he said. 


Gaber explains that the remainder of 


condominium owners in the Chicago 
suburbs study consisted of "eldcrlv 
people who find their large homes too 
empty after the children have grown, 
and families who have had their fill of 
lawn-mowing weekends. 


"Whatever the motivation, it would 


appear that the Chicago auburbs's con- 
dominium owners are enjoying this new 
life style and are obviously encouraging 
their friends to join in — to be 'in.'"

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With WI'KH no much a part of today's 


active beauty life and no many ityles 
nvnilnblc In the nhnpper. it'x no surprise 
that concern about selection and care 
keeps surfacing in reader letter* col' 
umns. 


Here are the answer* expert* at the 


American Win Association (five to the 
five most often asked questions about 
wigs: 


Where's the best place to buy a wig? 
If you have a regular beauty salon 


you go to. that would be the ideal place 
to check first, especially if you are in- 
vesting in the more expensive human 
hair wigs that require expert care. Any 
reputable specially or department store 
will give you the surest guarantee of 
satisfaction. 


What about wig "specials" or unusu- 


al bargains? 


If you trust the store, by all means 


take a look at the wig specials. Be sure, 
though, that the style is really what 
you need and isn't so ummini you'll 
rarely wear it. 


Look at labels—fiber content must 


appear on them. As a double check, src 
If there's an American Wig Association 
label which offers you standards this 
group of leading manufacturers have 
agreed to. 


How do I check wig quality? 
You know machine-made wigs cost 


less but they should have proper wcf- 
ting. Look Inside where bands of "hair" 
are sewn In a strip and then onto the 
cap part. Spaces must he even, stitches 
in neat rows, no clumps of hear. 


If cap is stretch'tvpe. find out if it 


expand* comfortably. Otherwise, it 
should come in head sizes and must be 
selected to fit (it will require blocking 
back to correct size after washing). 


Hand-tied wigs are more expensive 


but stitches on cap and hair placement 
should also be even, uniform. Some wigs 
combine the two processes for a natural 
face-framing look. Ask a salesperson for 
information, if you're not sure about 
the fiber content. 


How do I put a wig on properly? 
If you have short hair, brush it back 


or pull it flat and pop in two or more 
bobby pins. Center-part long hair and 
pin it around flat or twist it on top if 
you want height. 


Next, place one hand on front of wig, 


other hand on back edge and pull stead- 
ily down onto head. Adjust so ear pieces 
are even, above your ears. Be sure your 
ear* are outside the wig. not under it. 
Then try handling a styling brush to 
note how "hair" arranges and how eas- 
ily you work with it. 


How do I care for my wig at home? 
If you're planning to wear it a lot, 


leave it out in the air, cover human hair 
with a scarf so light won't fade clothing. 
Store your wig on a ball of tissue or 
stand in your closet. Wrap it gently in 
tissue or keep it in a wig case. 


Wash synthetic fibers in mild, un- 


medicated shampoos using cold water 
(please don't use detergents especially 
prepared for washing woolens). Rinse in 
cold water, then place on towel to dry. 
Do not start brushing it until it is com-' 
pletely dry. 


Human hair wig* should be washed in 


the recommended cleaning fluid or tak- 
en to your beauty salon. Most wigs 
come with full cure instruction* for the 
particular fiber content and styling, fol- 
low a* directed so that any guarantees 
are effective.

They said it couldn't be done, but the 


smoke-filled rooms of politics have been 
successfully invaded by women. From 
the local sanitation board to the highest 
office in the land, women have been on 
the ballots, and more and more of them 
are winning the elections every year. 


In 1972 a black woman ran for Presi- 


dent of the United States, and her bid 
was nothing to be underestimated. 


Over the past decade, women have 


become senators and representatives on 
both the state and national level, they 
have become mayors and school board 
members. And their records attest to 
their competence in these positions. 


In the northwest suburbs, women 


have taken an especially active role in 
politics. The only female member of the 
board of School District 25, Mrs. Joan 
Klussman, brought to her position an 
expertise gained through writing about 
the school board for The Herald. 


Two other women, both from Arling- 


ton Heights, are currently serving in 
the Illinois legislature. 


Eugenia Chapman has been a repre- 


sentative since 1964. With a degree in 
education from the Chicago State Uni- 
versity, she has served on the House 
Education Committee and has spon- 
sored numerous bills to improve the 
quality of education in Illinois schools. 


Mrs. Chapman has several times 


been honored for her work in the legis- 
lature. The Independent Voters of Illi- 
nois named her Best Freshman Legisla- 
tor during her first term and later Best 
Legislator. 


Most recently Mrs. Chapman led ef- 


forts in the 
General Assembly 
to 


achieve passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment to insure greater opportu- 
nities for the nation's* women. 


Also serving in the legislature is Vir- 


ginia Macdonald. who went to Spring- 
field as a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention in 1970. Now, as a legisla- 
tor working under the Constitution she 
helped write, Mrs. Macdonald tins tak- 
en a special interest in the environment 
and natural resources of Illinois. 


A member of the Committee on Agri- 


culture and Natural Resources, she 
pushed for flood control measures for 
the flood-planned northwest 
suburbs 


and sponsored the Scenic Rivers bilkto 
preserve the natural beauty of Illinois 
waterways. 


Mrs. Macdonald also was active in 


the effort to approve ERA.

the legislature have noted that they still 
must "work 10 times as hard as the 
men" to "prove" themselves. But the 
joke may be on the men when they 
discover that they have to start doing 
10 times more work to catch up with 
the women.

Monthly self-examination 
for breast cancer advised 


The American Cancer Society sug- 


tests that every woman do a routine 
breast self-examination monthly, about 
one week after each menstrual period. 


First. In the bath or shower. The fact 


that one's skin is slippery makes it easy. 
Keep your fingers flat and touch every 
part of each breast. Feel gently for a 
lump or thickening. 


After the shower, do a more thorough 


check. 


1. Stand in front of your mirror, 


arms relaxed at your sides, and look for 
any changes in size, shape and contour 
of the breasts. Also look for puckering 
or dimpling of the skin and changes on 
the surface of the nipples. Gently press 
each nipple to see if any discharge oc- 
cur*. 


2. Raise both arms over your head, 


and look for exactly the same things. 
Note differences since you last exam- 
ined your breasts. 


3. Lie down on your bed. put a pil- 


low or bath towel under your left shoul- 
der, and your left hand under your 
head. With the fingers of your right 
hand held together flat, press gently 
against the breast with small circular 
motions to feel the inner, upper portion 
of your left breast, starting at your 
breastbone and moving toward the 
nipple line. Also feel the area around 
the nipple. 


4. With the same gentle pressure, feel 


the lower inner part of your breast. In 
this area you may feel a ridge of firm 
tissue. Don't be alarmed. This is nor- 
mal. 


5. Now bring your left arm down to 


your tide, and still using the flat part of 
the fingers of your right hand, feel un- 
der your left armpit.

To firm muscles from fingertips to 


toes: Ret up on hands and knees. Ex- 
tend right arm and left leg at the same 
time — inhaling and stretching from 
fingertip to toe. Hold for a count of five 
and exhale as you lower arm and leg. 
Extend other arm and leg with same 
breathing pattern. 


To increase muscle tone and whittle 


thighs: lie near edge of mattress on your 
side, arm extended supporting head.

Women now entering jobs 
Once only held by men 
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Women are beginning to worry about 


themselves . . . their own individual 
need* and fulfillment. And it in Increas- 
ingly common to we them succeeding in 
two independent 
yet overlapping 


worlds, home and career. 


Today women make up 40 per cent of 


the working force and the majority of 
these employed females are working to 
support themselves and possibly, in ad- 
dition, a family, or to supplement the 
inadequate earnings of their husband. 
For them it's no frivolous pastime but 
serious business and most likely, a life- 
time pursuit. 


And because greater emphasis is 


being placed on woman's expanding role 
. . . specifically her needs outside the 
immediate home environment... more 
and more opportunities are being of- 
fered to women, some In fields formerly 
dominated by men. 


Though still not allowed to serve in a 


combat-oriented capacity within the 
military, because of pressures from the 
Equal Rights Movement and women's 
interests groups, women in the last year 
have had greater number of job 
choices opened to them by the individ- 
ual branches of the armed services. 


"The growth of the Women's Army 


Corps is-shown by the present short- 
age of uniforms." commented one local 
recruiter. 


Women In the service do not experi- 


ence wage discrimination. They receive 
the same pay as men of equal rank and 
are promoted under the same criteria.

countant or specialize in any of the fol- 
lowing fields: tax accountant, systems 
and procedures accountant, cost ac- 
countant or budget and forecast ac- 
countant.

Accountants are needed in private in-

Walker preaches law 9n9 order in speech to cops

Gov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
sociation convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partlslan 


crowd of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. He also took 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his state Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 


penalty bill he recently signed and when 
he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 


tages are being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 
amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Stateville prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertrained for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 


Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIARY received 
a few 


swipes from the governor during his talk. 
He hit at lengthy pretrial delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the Judge." 


He said strict penalties were needed to

No legal basis for fight 
over annexations: attorney

There arc apparently no legal grounds 


on which Wheeling can get foothold to 
stop the annexation of 86 acres by Buf- 
falo Grove Jusl north of the Wheeling 
boundaries according to its attorney. 


Nonetheless, at Icnst one village board 


member sold he "III pursue the matter. 
Wheeling Trustee BUI llcin said he will 
first seek a more detailed written report 
from the attorney on ways to legally op- 
|iou' tlio Buffalo Grove expansion. 


If the attorney's report Indicates that 


the expansion cannot be challenged as an 
Illegal strip annexation, llcin said he will 
then propose a meeting between the two 
villages 


"I don't think anyone has ever con- 


tacted Buffalo Grove," he said. "Maybe 
there should be a little meeting between 
the tillage trustees and the village presi- 
dents to sec what the scope of this thing 
should be. Perhaps both communities 
should look into establishing some kind 
of boundaries." 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Pros. Gary 


Armstrong said he and his board arc 
Milling to meet with Wheeling officials at 
any time. He added, however, that Buf- 
falo Gro\c has every Intention of annex- 
ing the Hank Farm and any other land 
that wishes to join the village from Lake 
County. 


Armstrong did say, however, that the 


village has no Intention of going below 
the county line into Cook County. 


Village Atty Paul Hnmcr told the 


Wheeling board Monday night thai the 
village had no legal recourse in the Buf- 
falo Grove project "unless there was a 
strip or corridor annexation." He said 
that since he was not familiar with the 
proposed annexation, he could not say 
whether It could be interpreted as a strip 
annexation. 


The proposed annexation, however, did 


not appear to fit Hauler's description of 
a strip annexation. 


TIIK ATTORNEY SAID a strip annex- 


ation occurs when a municipality an- 
nexes n small strip of land to get another 
larger piece of property. He said the 
court takes into consideration the size of 
the property, the purpose of UK annexa- 
tion and the way the property Is con- 
nected to the village when ruling on such 
matters. 


The property In question lies north of 


Chevy Chase Country Club, and \vould 
extend Buffalo Grove cast to Milwaukee 
Avenue about two miles north of Wheel- 
Ing's boundary. 


According to Homer, any action In 


challenging n strip annexation would 
have to be bandied through the Lake 


County state's attorney. "Since we're not 
residents of that county, they might not 
pay any attention to It," he added. 


"It didn't sound like he gave it much 


hope," Heln said of the attorney's report. 
"You can only go as far as legally pos- 
sible. If you're going to bu pursuing a 
dead horse, why pursue It " 


When asked about other ways of pres- 


suring Buffalo Grove to auunJon the an- 
nexation, Homer said he thought Wheel- 
ing might run Into some difficulties, 


"The village of Wheeling can't offer 


sewage facilities to developers in Lake 
County because of the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District prohibition on accepting 
any effluent from Lake County," he said. 


IIAMEIt SAID that Buffalo Grove can 


offer these facilities because of special 
arrangements with that county's sanitary 
district. He said It would be difficult for 
Wheeling to argue against the annexation 
unless it can offer similar services to 
Lake County developers. 


"I don't know what pressure they could 


apply other than to reach some agree- 
ment as to the boundaries," Hamer said. 
He said the state does provide that adja- 
cent communities can mutually agree on 
the extension of their boundaries, but 
said he did not know of any sucli agree- 
ments in existence.

Miller Builders suit threat still looms

Miller Builders contends that it still 


plans to flic suit against the Village of 
Buffalo Grove, although some observers 
are doubtful since Miller plans to reopen 
negotiations for Phase II of the Mill 
Creek subdivision 


The possible law suit and the negotia- 


tions, while unrelated, could influence 
each other. If Miller hopes to be success- 
ful In Its negotiations with the \illagc, it 
may be unwise for them to file a suit 
seeking damages from the village. Such 
a move could Irritate village officials and 
hurt Miller's chances for approval of a 
revised plan for the development. 


Chester Moskal, of Miller Builders said 


ycitcrdny lie does not think the law suit 
will Influence the village board's deci- 
sion, should a revised plan be submitted. 
"We're at odds with the village over the 
Interpretation of an annexation agree- 
ment," he said. "There Is no animosity 
between the village board and Miller 
Builders." 


Ho said the matter Is nothing more 


than a legal question that will be re- 
solved In the courts. 


SEVERAL WEEKS ago Miller an- 


nounccd plans to file suit In Cook County 
Circuit Court to recover damages for wa- 
ter rates that were raised after construc- 
tion of the first phase of Mill Creek be- 
gan. Bernard Pcskln, an attorney for 
Miller said the rates were raised even 
though the village agreed not to raise 
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them for the duration of the annexation 
agreement. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


annexation agreement only froze the 
costs for vvatcr tap-on fees and other con- 
struction costs, not the water rates. 


He said the waterworks and sewage 


bond revenue ordinance-passed in 1970 
required the village to raise water rates 
to all Its customers. Law prohibits the 
village from charging one customer one 
rate and another customer another, Lar- 
son said. 
, 


All recent annexation agreements state 


the developer Is subject to any water 
rate increases that occur while the proj- 
ect is under construction, Larson added. 


THE SUIT, which will probably be 


filed within two weeks, will ask the court 
to order the village to refund Miller 
Builders the amount of the increase, Pcs- 
kln said. Miller has paid the Increases to 
the village under protest, he added. 


Miller's accounting department Is go- 


ing through building permits to deter- 
mine how much money the Increases cost 
the developer, Pcskln said. 


Moskal said Miller has agreed to meet 


with the Mill Creek Homeowners Associ- 
ation (MCHA) to give them on opportuni- 
ty to obtain a pork In the second phase of 
the development.

Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprung leak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was it a bird? Was It a plane? 
No one In the Westgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches ail over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working in 
construction, 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where It hits, it stains." he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had lost night, It all washed avvay." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved Itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down," he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valique, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there Is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


lique. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which Imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening " 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


Ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car, vou would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE. Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she Inspected her drive. "Yech." 


Who did It? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possl- 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes- 
\vho come Into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems?

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Walker preaches law 9n' order in speech to cops

Gov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
sociation convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partisian 


crowd of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. He also took 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his state Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 


penalty bill he recently signed and when 
he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 


tages are being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 
amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Stateville prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertrained for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 


Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIARY received a few 


swipes from the governor during his talk. 
He hit at lengthy pretrial delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge." 


He said strict penalties were needed to

City hall bonds purchased at low rate

Des Plaines taxpayers stand to save 


more than $130,000 in interest payments 
on bonds that will be used to finance the 
new city hall. 


The savings will result from the city 


receiving a better credit rating on the $2 
million in bonds that will be sold to pay 
for the six-story municipal facility. City 
officials were able to calculate the sav- 
ings after bond bids were opened Mon- 
day. Seven Chicago area financial in- 
stitutions bid on the bonds. 


The low bidder, Continental Illinois 


Bank and four associates, was awarded 
the bonds. Th£ bank was only $107 lower 
than the Harris Trust and Savings Bank 
on the $1,286,659 interest that will be 
charged for the bonds. Interest rate on 
the bonds will be 4.93351 per cent. 


CITY OFFICIALS said yesterday that 


the closeness In interest rate among the 
seven bidders Indicated that there was a 
real Interest among major banks and 
brokerage houses In obtaining the bonds. 


Several local banking officials ex- 


plained that the municipal bonds are tax 
exempt and are rated by several ser- 
vices based on a variety of factors. Pre- 
vious bonds sold by the city were rated 
lower and therefore forced to pay high- 
er interest rate. They said if the city had 
not received the better bond rating, they 
might have had to pay interest rates as 
high as 5.10 per cent. 


City Comptroller Duane Blletz esti- 


mated that typical homeowner in Des 
Plaines could expect about a $6.27 In- 
crease on his 1974 taxes if he owns a 
house with an equalized assessed valu- 
ation of $12,000. Generally, homeowners 
can determine their own tax increase by 
multiplying the equalized assessed valu- 
ation of their homes by 05,25 cents. 


AT HIS REGULAR weekly press con- 


ference Mayor. Herbert Behrel said the 
difference between the interest rate of- 
'fered by the seven bidders amounted to 
.05 per cent. 


"Our advisers tell us this is pretty 


close and shows much interest on the 


part of the bidders," he said. 


"The bids were very pleasing and cul- 


minate many days and weeks of hard 
work," Behrel added. 


The mayor also said a special feature 


included in the bond sale will allow the 
city to redeem the bond prior to their 20 


year maturity and save additional mon- 
ey. 


"If thu city has the funds to pay off the 


bonds early, then this can be done and 
the city can save several years interest 
payment which would amount to several 
hundred thousand dollars," he said. 


City-realty 
zoning furor 
still unsettled 


The controversy over granting a zoning 


variation for a lot at 1296 Whitcomb con- 
tinued this \\eek as a local real estate 
broker again criticized city officials. 


The furor began last month when the 


city council overruled a zoning board of 
appeals request and denied a variation 
for the lot. The lot lacks proper frontage 
and is below the city's minimum lot size. 
The request is being reconsidered. 


The entire matter has raised a great 


deal of controversy on the council. Sev- 
eral aldermen charged that Aid. Eualci 
Swanson (6th) was Involved in a conflict 
of interest In the situation. Swanson is a 
commissioned salesman for William L. 
Kunkel Real Estate Co., which owned the 
lot, and is also chairman of the city's 
municipal development committee. 


The first time the council considered, 


the matter, Swanson voted in favor of 
the variation. 


At the last council meeting Swanson 


withdrew from discussion and abstained 
from voting on the new action because of 
the possible conflict situation. 


M O N D A Y. THE municipal devel- 


opment committee delayed action on the 
request until Friday to give another 
property owner an opportunity to pur- 
chase the lot. The city code stipulates the 
adjacent property owners be given an op- 
portunity to purchase undersized lots, be- 
fore the city grants any zoning variaton. 


A representative for Michael Held 


Builders, who purchased the property 
from Kunkel, estimated that the lot could 
be bought for about $5,300. The builder 
planned to put a home on the lot, \\hlch 
borders the Soo Line R.R. 


Ralph Martin, president of the Kunkel 


firm, again criticized the city's action. 
He has called the council refusal to grant 
the variation "confiscatory" and has 
threatened to sue the city. Martin again 
complained Monday that the city action 
was "undemocratic". 


BEFORE THE committee meeting, 


Martin and Aid. George Olcn (2nd) were 
engaged in a heated debate over the 
matter. Olen raised objection to the vari- 
ation last week and Martin has been crit- 
ical of Olen's action.

Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprung leak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was It a bird? Was it a plane? 
No one in the Westgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has bad the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working In 
construction.

Wuldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything.

"Where It hits, It stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but \Hth the big 
rain we had last night, it all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down," he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Vallque, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a Butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there Is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


llque. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which Imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of It happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car, you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down In a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE. Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub 'down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she inspected her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possK 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes 
who come into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim 
consequences are, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Neil Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

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Walker preaches law 9n' order in speech to cops 


Daniel 
Walker

Gov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
sociation convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partisan 


crowd of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. Me also took 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his state Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 


penalty bill he recently signed and when 
he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 


tages are being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 
amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Stateville prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertrained for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 


Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIARY received a few 


swipes from the governor during his talk. 
He hit at lengthy pretrial delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was-through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge." 


He said strict penalties were needed to

MSD OKs $25,000 for sewer repairs 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSO) tins approved up to $25,000 in 
emergency repairs to prevent sanitary 
sewer backup into hundreds of Mount 
Prospect and Elk Grove Village homes. 


The MSD has found that a 15-foot sec- 


tion of Iho Upper DCS Plaines Inter- 
cepting Sewer, which lies along Busse 
Rond, has moved about 10 inches. MSD 
engineers fear this shifting of the 36-inch 
sewer may cause it to break, disrupting 
the movement of sewage to the Weller 
Creek bewer. 


"Such an event will affect the public 


health, In that sanitary sewer service 
would be interrupted, causing an imme- 
diate backup to basements," said Hay- 


m o n d R. Rimkus, MSD chief of 
maintenance and operations. Rimkus 
asked the MSD Board to approve the re- 
pairs, which the board did last week. 


The repairs are to be made no later 


than Oct. 31. 


ELK GROVE Village Engineer Donald 


Ciaglia said the whole northeast section 
of the village is served by the Busse 
Road sewer. If it breaks, he said, 
"There'll be a lot of sewage all over the 
streets." 


According to Ciaglia, this area of Elk 


Grove already has been experiencing 
sewage backups during heavy rains. He 
said he thinks the downward movement 
of the sewer line may be partially re- 


sponsible for the backups. The setter line 
is In a surcharged condition currently. 


Bernard Hemmeter, Mount Prospect 


village engineer, said all houses in the 
southwest portion of the village from Lin- 
coln Street south would be affected if the 
line breaks. This would include the subdi- 
visions of Colonial Heights, Kaplan- 
Bran n, Mount Shire, Elk Grove Villa and 
Lake Briarwood. 


The shift in the sewer line, first noticed 


visually and then confirmed by television 
inspection on Aug. 14, is in the area of 
410 Busse Rd. This is just south of Lin- 
coln Street. 


Hemmeter said the repairs may make 


necessary the closing of a section of 
Busse Road for a week or so.

Was it a bird? Was It a plane? 
No one In the Wcstgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet .while camping or working In 
construction. 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where It hits, it stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night, it all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved Itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down," he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department'of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valique, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened.

plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car, you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE. Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she impeded her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possi- 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes" 
who come into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim 
consequences are, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Neil Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

exchange students to two per school and 
would require sponsoring organizations 
to request admission for the student by 
May 1, If the student Is to enter In Sen- 
tembcr. 


Board members Indicated they wanted 


«o study the policy further, particularly 
considering whether the May l appll- 
cation day Is reasonable and whether the 
policy would unnecessarily exclude for- 
eign students from some programs. A 
district official said the policy will prob- 
ably be discussed again at Thursday's 
board meeting. 


THE PROPOSED policy would provide 


for one foreign student sponsored by a 
school organization such as student coun- 
cil and one student from an outside or- 
ganization such as Rotary Club In each 
school. 


Conant High School would be most af- 


fected by the new policy. This year the 
school has five foreign students, while 
Scltaumburg High School has one and the 
other three high schools hove none. 


This would be the district's first policy 


regulating foreign exchange student pro- 
grams. Associate Supt. Bruce Altergott 
said the district has had problems devcl- 
oping an educational program for some 
exchange students In the past. "If we 
know he's coming we can provide him 
with the program he needs," he said. 


Some students don't speak English or 


speak It poorly and must be placed in a 
special program. Altergott sold, creating 
an added expense to the district and of- 
ten a bad experience for the student. Ho 
said the district wants to make sure 
sponsoring organizations will be respon- 
sible for the student's welfare, both aca- 
demically and socially. 


THIS YEAR THE district did not hear 


of one exchange student until late August 
and was not aware of another student 
until he walked into school lost Thurs- 
day, Altergott said. 


The administration decided to ask for a 


limit on the number of exchange students 
because It felt too many students In one 
school would weaken the exchange pro- 
gram. If you have 20 exchange students 
In a school you might as well not have 
any because they're not unusual any 
more, Altergott said.

6Jobs for youth exist—we've 
just got to find them': Walker

"Jobs for young people of Schaumburg 


Township are here, we will just have to 
look for them," said Larry Walker, di- 
rector of youth service for the township. 


The Schaumburg Township Committee 


on Youth has organized a Youth Employ- 
ment Service (YES) and plans to put It 
into operation and township youth to 
work by November. 


YES will be staffed by volunteers, said 


Walker. Its board of directors will be 
composed of business people, COY mem- 
bers, a township youth worker, represen- 
tatives of the village and School Dist. 54 
and 211 and organizations for the elderly. 


THE COY committee allocated $100 for 


office supplies and the Schaumburg 
Township Board of Auditors has ear- 
marked a section of Its offices in 
Schaumburg for the YES committee's 
work. 


Walker said success of the service will 


depend on both area businessmen and 
residents. 


"Our first efforts to locate jobs will be 


for high school age youth," said Walker. 


"However, we will later be looking for 


work for junior high age youngsters. This 
is where the average homeowner can 
help by calling us when he needs some- 
one to do yard work, garage, basement 
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or housecleanlng, babysitting or errand 
running," said Walker. 


WALKER emphasized that youngsters 


placed by YES are not deliquents or 
problem children but simply young 
people from the community who want to 
earn money through part-time jobs. 


He added that YES would also try to 


find work for youngsters who are school 
drop-outs or on probation. But in these 
situations the prospective employer will 
be informed It Is a special case, said 
Walker.

Gov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
soclatlon convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partlslun 


croud of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. He also look 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his stale Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 
penalty bill he recently signed and when 


Next negotiations Oct. 


he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there Is a gun to my head or while hos- 
tages arc being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 


amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Statevlllc prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertrained for the Jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 
Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance.

Insurance may be stumbling 
block to parks on MSD land 


Insurance may bu a major stumbling 


block to area park districts' plans to lake 
OUT hundreds of acres of Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSD) property. 


Palatine Park District commissioners 


last night learned that MSD Is asking for 
Insurance coverage for a proposed four- 
aero baseball diamond that would cost 
the district $200 per year. If the same 
stringent insurance demands are made 
for all MSD properties proposed for park 
district maintenance, the Palatine dis- 
trict may face additional annual insur- 
ance fees of $12,000 to $14,750. 


Palatine Park Director Fred P. Hall 


told commlssioncn he has contacted 
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MSD officials and asked them, in effect, 
"How much insurance will we have to 
provide for you so that we can cut your 
grass." Hall said he Is waiting for a re- 
sponse from MSD. 


The original leasing arrangement be- 


tween park districts and the MSD would 
require the park districts to maintain 
land around retention basin sites in the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan. 


PALATINE PARK officials first real- 


ized the potentially high Insurance rates 
when they asked MSD permission to 
build a baseball diamond on a future 
MSD retention basin site, In conjunction 
with Palatine Jaycccs. 


In their reply, MSD officials required 


Insurance coverage more than double the 
coverage currently carried by either the 
park district or Commonwealth Edison 
which recently leased land to the Pala- 
tine Park District. 


Palatine requires $500,000 for personal 


Injury and $1 million for group injury. 
MSD Insurance requirements arc $1 mil- 
lion for personal injury and $3 million for 
group Injury. 


Palatine may be taking responsibility 


for 237 to 295 acres of MSD land when 
(lie watershed program begins. Other 
area park districts ore participating in 
the program. 


The proposed extension would span ap- 
proximately 7,200 feet and cost an esti- 
mated $95,000. In addition to serving Har- 
per, the proposed extension would serve 
the High School Dist. 211 administration 
building and a gas station near the inter- 
section of Roscllc* and Algonquin roads. 
Also proposed for the area is an animal 
shelter and restaurant which could hook 
into the water main. 


An eight-Inch water main supplies the 


college now with no back up system ex- 
cept the retention pond on the campus. 
The present system docs not meet village 
standards but is in compliance with state 
requirements. Compliance with the vil- 
lage standards was waived by the state 
fire marshal!. 


CONCERN WAS expressed by the 


trustees and village administrators as to 
who should finance the water mam ex- 
tension. 


Trustee Clayton Brown maintained if 


the college made the necessary imnrove- 
ments on Its property the village would 
be required to provide it at the village's 
expense. 


Acting Village Mgr. James Bennett In-

Bennett said extension of the water 


main would be a relatively simple mat- 
ter and could be completed within two 
months after awarding of a bid.

Splat!? 


Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprung leak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was it a bird? Was it a plane? 
No one in the Westgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were In fact, so would anyone else-who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working in 
construction. 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Harc International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where it hits, it stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night, it all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved Itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down," he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation' to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valique, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


llquc. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


Ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car, you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE. Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she Jnspeeted her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possi-- 


bilitles. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes" 
who come into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim 
consequences are, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Neil Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

The promised tax rebate In the form of free garbage bags

Tho Palatine Village Board on Monday rejected all five 


bids on a year's supply of garbage bags for the village. 


All of the garbage bags which were bid met tests designed 


by the village to measure their strength and durability. The 
problem was in delivery. Chicago Transparent Products Co., 
low bidder at $61 per 1,000 bags, could not promise delivery 
before 12 weeks. Concern was also expressed that the com- 
pany planned to manufacture a year's supply of the garbage 
bags for the village at one time and It would be difficult to 
correct any defects in the bags. 


Environmental Health Director Richard A. Dawson said he 


felt the bidding specifications on the garbage bags could be 
lowered and thus encouraged more bidders If the board de- 
cided to rebld the project. 


In rejecting the bids, the board directed the administration

Guv. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
sociation convention. 


Walker, speaking 
to the partls4an 


croud of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed arxl enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. He also took 
(he opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his slate income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 
penalty bill he recently signed and when 


he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said. "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVEHNOK said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he. stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 
tages arc being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 


amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Statevlllc prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertralned for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 
Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance, i

He hit at lengthy preirlal delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers.

And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge."

Wucrch (1st), both of whom represent 
the ward In which the proposed site is 
located, and Aid. Kenneth Retzkc (5th). 


THE ALDERMEN have Indicated they 


arc opposed to the plan because resi- 
dents in the area are against the pro- 
posed nursing care facility. Evidence of 
that opposition came last night when 
Paul Cameron, president of the Winthrop 
Village Condominium Association, told 
the council he was attending last night's 
meeting to represent the association to 
oppose the plan. 


Winthrop Village, one of several adult 


villages In the city, is adjacent to the 
proposed nursing homo site. 


Mayor Roland Meyer advised Cameron 


that his organization should appear at 
the special zoning commission meeting 
to protest the plan If its members wish to 
do so. 


A date for the commission meeting has 


yet to be set. 


Members of the city council indicated 


their own reservations toward the plan 
when Meyer announced that Koskamp 
had also applied for a hearing before the 
city's Zoning Board of Appeals to request 
a special variation In the use of the land 
for the nursing home.

Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprung leak over homes; 'airline exec disagrees

Was It a bird? Was It a plane? 
No one in the Wcstgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working in 
construction. 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an; aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. ,Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste,' 
everything. 


"Where it hits, It stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night, It all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT thafan airplane had relieved itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash It down," he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valique, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


lique. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which imposed waste drainage 
plugs be Installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of U happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


Ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if >ou threw a glass of water out of a car. you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE, Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she Inspected her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possi- 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes 
who come into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim 
consequences are, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Neil Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

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Walker preaches law Vi' order in speech to cops

Cov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
sociation convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partlslan 


crowd of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he wants enacted. He also took 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his state Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 


penalty bill he recently signed and when 
he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 


tages are being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 
amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Statevllle prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertrained for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 


Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIARY .received a few 


swipes from the governor during his talk. 
He hit at lengthy pretrlal delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge." 


He said strict penalties were needed to

Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory

sprung leak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was it a bird? Was it a plane? 
No one in the Westgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, or. driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working in 
construction. 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
nas toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where it hits, it stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night, It all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down." he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that site near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valique, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


lique. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbucsser's. 


"For the cap to come undone. It's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


ing down to about 180 miles per hour." said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car. you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray." 


MEANWHILE, Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 


hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she inspected her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few posa£ • 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water balions? Private airplanes • 
who come Into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly. 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim 
consequences are, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Neil Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

Teachers reject 
6 per cent raise 


A temporary 6 per cent salary increase 


for teachers in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dm. IS has been rejected by teacher ne- 
gotiators. 


George Sherman, president of the 


Classroom Teacher's Council (CTC) said 
yesterday that the proposal was a "nice 
gesture" but would "inhibit" the future 
negotiating power of the teachers. He 
saId the CTC negotiators wanted to settle 
"'if'w In one package, not piecemeal. 


The district's teachers and the school 


board have been negotiating 1873-74 sala- 
ries since last May and are one of the 
few Cook County school districts that 
have not settled on a new contract. Sala- 
ries are still at last year's level. 


THE TEACHERS have been asking for 


about $738,000 total package raise over 
last year's wages. This would Include 
both salary hikes and automatic In- 
crcmcnt raises for another year of expe- 
rience. 


Details on how the proposed Increase 


would be distributed across the salary 
scale was not released. Fringe benefits 
hove been settled. 


The board's latest offer Monday night 


was to Increase all salaries by 6 per cent 
until a final salary settlement was 
reached. The 6 per cent "advance" 
would be retroactive from the beginning 
of school this month. 


Board negotiator Walt Bundling empha- 


sized the final salary settlement would 


also be figured from the beginning of 
school. 


In a statement read yesterday, Sundl- 


Ing hinted that teachers have been pur- 
posely led to believe that salaries were 
"frozen" until a new settlement was 
reached. 


"It has been alleged that the board of 


education placed a freeze on salaries as 
of June 30, 1973 which has left the uni- 
form Impression that this was the 
board's final offer," he said. 


SUNDLING GAVE no examples of pur- 


poseful misleading. "All we know is tjiat 
the teachers are upset," he said. 


The CTC negotiators Monday night 


gave the board a list of teacher salaries 
from surrounding districts and asked for 
similar wages. Nearby districts are 
starting beginning teacher's with a bach- 
elor's degree at about $8,000 and up for 
1973-74. Top salary ranges from $13,175 to 
$16,611, with varying years of experience 
and educations. 


Last year's salary for a beginning 


teacher with a bachelor's degree in Dist. 
15 was $7,730. Top salaries for experi- 
enced teachers ranged from $12,567 to 
$14,937. 


The next negotiating session Is Oct. 8, 


two days before the next regularly sched- 
uled school board meeting. Teacher and 
board negotiators said they did not know 
If a settlement would be reached at the 
next negotiating session.

Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


THE GOVERNOR said there are prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a. gun to my head or while hos- 


tages are being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 
amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Stateville prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertrained for the jobs 
they do. ' 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 


Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIARY .received a few 


swipes from the governor during hh talk. 
He hit at lengthy pretrlal delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge."

Quick parks expansion 'impractical'

The Mount Prospect Park District Is 


rapidly reaching a point where further 
expansion would be both Impractical and 
impossible, according to park district di- 
rector Thomas Cooper. 


The park district's most recent. refer- 


endum, in 18(19. was the most ambitious 
of Its five appeals to the taxpayers over 
the past 18 years, and In all likelihood, 
will be the district's last major park Im- 
provement undertaking. 


With the near exhaustion of the $1.4 


million provided by taxpayers in the 1969 
referendum — just $24,230 remains — the 
park district boasts 19 developed parks 
featuring everything from swimming 
pools (four) to tennis courts (eight, with 
four more under construction) and Ice 
skating rinks (one, with another due to 
open this winter). 


NOT ONLY docs the district have just 


about everything It needs, says Cooper, 
but the district couldn't really expand 
any marc even If it wanted to. 


"We're kind of boxed In now," he said. 


"There's no more open land. We're going 
lo have to utilize the land we have" — 
some 300 acres. 


Besides that, he noted, "The commu- 


nity Is getting older. We don't have tlxs 
younger kids anymore." 


Cooper envisions future park district 


development to be largely In terms of 
modernizing what It already has, up- 
dating equipment to last longer. 


Also, he said, the district could make 


Its facilities available for longer hours by 
installing lights at the various parks. 


THE $21,000 left over from the last ref- 


erendum probably will be used for play 
equipment and trees in Clcarwatcr Park 
on the western edge of the village, "how- 
over far we can stretch It," said Cooper. 


By far, most of the referendum money 


— some $1.3 million of the $1.4 million 
total — was spent on obtaining land: 


Lions Pork, where the park district Is 
headquartered, $589,738;

Clcarwatcr Park, $109,604; and smaller 
neighborhood parks, $711,501. 


The park district had attempted to ob-

Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprungdeak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was it a bird? Was it a plane? 
No one in the Westgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working In 
construction. 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where It hits, It stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night, it all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down," he-said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valiquc, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 


First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, his 


explained. Second of all, there Is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


lique. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin." 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a gloss of water out of a car, you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray."

What's a cop? If you asked the 410

college has set up counseling services the 
police use with juvenile offenders. There 
is also a "hotline" counseling service 


and FISH, an umbrella organization to 
get people to professional services. 


"We get good cooperation almost all 


the time. Just about 100 per cent, with 
these services," he said. 


CAPT. MAURICE English said the Ar- 


lington Heights police are finding them- 
selves in a service role, too. 


"The training we give our men Is 


about 90 per cent police work and the 
rest is for the other things. But, we 
spend about 95 per cent of our time per- 
forming pubUc services and only 5 per 
cent catching robbers and the like," he 
said.

police have handled more than 1,100 calls 
service people.

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Uov. Daniel Walker took a hard-line 


position on law enforcement yesterday 
when he addressed the Illinois Police As- 
soclatlon convention. 


Walker, speaking to the partlslan 


crowd of lawmen at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, outlined law enforcement 
bills he has signed and enumerated pro- 
posals he uanls enacted. He also took 
the opportunity to make a bid for support 
of his state Income tax-relief plan. 


Walker drew the most enthusiastic re- 


sponses when he spoke of the new death- 
penalty bill he recently signed and when 


he promised there would be no amnesty 
for prison rioters. 


Of the new death-penalty bill, Walker 


said, "We now have the death penalty 
for cop killers." The law also provides 
the death sentence for killing of firemen, 
prison guards and rape victims, among 
others. 


K GOVKIlNOIt said there arc prob- 


lems within the prison system that need 
reforming, but he stressed "we have to 
help the guards." 


"I will not negotiate or bargain while 


there is a gun to my head or while hos- 
tages arc being held. As long as I am 
governor of this state there will be no 


amnesty," he said speaking of the recent 
Stateville prison uprising. 


Walker said he wanted a training 


academy for prison guards established. 
He said this was necessary to raise the 
professional standards of the guards. He 
said that presently, prison personnel are 
underpaid and undertralned for the jobs 
they do. 


After his speech, the IPA voted to pre- 


sent Walker with a resolution appreciat- 
ing his stand against negotiating with 
Stateville prisoners during the recent dis- 
turbance. 


THE JUDICIAIIY received a few 


swipes from the governor duiing his talk. 


He hit at lengthy prelrlal delays and 
probationary sentencing for armed rob- 
bers. He also urged mandatory jail 
terms for drug traffickers. 


He said the best way to control armed 


robbery was through "mandatory tough 
gun laws. And I want to stress 'mandato- 
ry.' " He said he was "tired" of armed 
robbers being "let off by the judge." 


He said strict penalties were needed to 


combat drug dealers. "I want to see 
mandatory penalties so the judge doesn't 
let them go after you arrest them," he 
said. 


Walker said the state pardon and pa- 


role review board needed a rehabilitated 


former convict on the panel to represent 
the prisoners' viewpoint. Walker has al- 
ready added a former policeman and a 
former prison guard to the review board 
this year. 


"We need a law that requires that a 


criminal trial be held within 60 days of 
an arrest," he said. 


WALKER CONTENDED that many 


criminals post bond for one crime and 
then use lengthy pretrial delays to com- 
mit more crimes. Innocent persons 
would not have to wait in jail for months 
pending trial if the state had the 60 day 
trial law, he said. 


Law enforcement grants should benefit 


the policeman on the street directly rath- 
er than be spent on "theories and ex- 
periments," he said. 


Walker's address took a political tone 


near the end when he charged the sales 
tax'reduction plan favored by Illinois 
House Speaker W. Robert Blair, R-Park 
Forest, would cost the state $60 million 
more than his own income tax-rebate 
proposal. He said the extra funds would 
have to come out of law enforcement or 
health care funds, if the Blair plan were 
adopted. 


Blair has proposed a half-cent reduc- 


tion In the state sales tax. Walker pro- 
posed a $10 refund on the state income 
tax.

Splat!? 


Suburban resident suspects airplane lavatory 


sprung leak over homes; airline exec disagrees

Was it a bird? Was it a plane? 
No one in the Westgate neighborhood in Arlington Heights 


knew what had happened, but three of the residents have 
found big brown, bluish-green splotches all over the roofs of 
their houses, on driveways and on sidewalks. 


But William E. Waldbuesser, 420 S. Princeton, Arlington 


Heights, did enough camping to know what those splotches 
were. In fact, so would anyone else who has had the fortune 
of visiting a chemical toilet while camping or working in 
construction. 
__ 


Waldbuesser maintained that a lavatory tank of an- aircraft 


en route for landing at O'Hare International Airport, sprung a 
leak. Everything plopped on his house, he said. Yes, there 
was toilet paper, green and blue chemicals, human waste, 
everything. 


"Where It hits, it stains," he said as he pointed to several 


spots on his driveway. "These were larger, but with the big 
rain we had last night, it all washed away." 


HE WAS CONFIDENT that an airplane had relieved itself 


because he was a camper and has a portable chemical toilet. 
But the stains are still on the sidewalks even through the 
rain. "I will have to get out there and wash it down," he said. 
He already had washed a lawn ornament that sits near the 
front door of his home. 


Waldbuesser called the Chicago Department of Aviation to 


lodge a complaint, but Robert Valique, an operating engineer, 
was skeptical of what was said to have happened. 
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First of all, there is a butterfly valve to the holding tank, he 


explained. Second of all, there is a screw-on or hinge latch on 
the outer part of the aircraft. 


"Most of the airlines have rigid specifications," said Va- 


lique. "The chemical is mainly just a deodorant and dis- 
infectant. It's not harmful to skin " 


VALIQUE DID reassure Waldbuesser that there was a re- 


cent departmental regulation which Imposed waste drainage 
plugs be installed on all aircraft, even though there were no 
other complaints similar to that of Waldbuesser's. 


"For the cap to come undone, it's a one out of 10 million 


shot," he said. "I never heard of it happening." 


"A plane traveling at that altitude would probably be slow- 


Ing down to about 180 miles per hour," said Valique. "It's like 
if you threw a glass of water out of a car, you would get a 
mist. But even if it was possible, it would come down in a 
spray " 
'MEANWHILE, Waldbuesser is planning to take out the 
hose again for a scrub down, and so are his two neighbors 
who live behind him. "It's blue glop," his one neighbor said, 
making a face as she inspected her drive. "Yech." 


Who did it? Nobody knows, but Valique offered a few possi- 


bilities. "Strange" kids with water ballons? Private airplanes 
who come into O'Hare or other nearby airports? Birds with 
stomach problems? 


But don't shudder when one of those jumbo airplanes fly 


over you as you walk outside. The possibilities of such grim" 
consequences ire, in the emphatic words of Federal Aviation 
Administration's Neil Callahan, "absolutely impossible."

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Police exhibit underlying bond of mutual respect

What's a cop? If you asked the 410 


delegates to the Illinois Police Associ- 
ation convention, you'd probably get just 
about as many answers. 


Gov. Daniel Walker told them they 


were "the backbone of an orderly 
society." They were called pigs during 
and after the 1068 Democratic convention 
In Chicago. Supporters responded that 
"pig" stood for pride, Integrity and guts, 
and said they were a thin blue line be- 
tween civilization and the jungle. 


Pig, backbone, thin blue line. They're 


all wrong. What come across at the con- 
vention was that they are human. The 
others are terms for things not human, 
not people, men and women. 


Cook County Sheriff Richard Elrod 


moving slowly supported by two canes Is 
human. The energetic face and torso on 
television doesn't tell of the man who 


now half-stands to receive the applause 
at an award dinner. 


THE POLICEMEN who crowded the 


Arlington Park Towers were vital. Old 
friends didn't just shake hands. There 
was a slop on the back and an embrace. 
Their laughter carried down long halls 
and around corners. 


These were the men and women given 


the messy job of keeping the rest of us In 
line. And sometimes it seems they can't 
win for losing. 


If they follow the book, they're called 


unfeeling and lacking in compassion. If 
they react as persons to provocation, 
they're called unprofessional. They're 
told they should not take things person- 
ally. 


What came through the assembled law- 


men was the Impression of people who 
took on a hard, dirty job and who are 
trying their best to do it well. 


There was no stereotyping the people 


at the convention. There were young and 
old; long hair and side burns; crew cut 
and bald. They dressed with "flash" and 
style as well as pin stripes. 


THEY ARE individuals who deal with 


individuals. 


Sgt Thomas Worden, of the Galesburg 


police, said the men in his town of 36,000 
didn't face terrible problems. But, he 
said things are changing for the cop on 
the street. 


"Most of the duty isn't traffic or regu- 


lar patrol. It's almost social work. It's 
non-police functions. You know, getting 
cats out of trees and assisting the sick," 
said the eight-year veteran. 


They're doing a lot more than fishing 


the cat off the limb. "In our city, 
requests for service are up 1,500 in just 
one year," he said. 


"People are calling us for help In non- 
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criminal situations. Especially people In 
the lower middle class who maybe can't 
afford the professional help are calling 
us when there's trouble," he said. 


Sgt. Worden said the local community 


college has set up counseling services the 
police use with juvenile offenders. There 
is also a "hotline" counseling service 
and FISH, an umbrella organization to 
get people to professional services. 


"We get good cooperation almost all 


the time. Just about 100 per cent, with 
these services," he said. 


CAPT. MAURICE English said the Ar- 


lington Heights police are finding them- 
selves in a service role, too. 


"The training we give our men Is 


about 90 per cent police work and the 
rest Is for the other things. But, we 
spend about 95 per cent of our time per- 
forming public services and only 5 per 
cent catching robbers and the like," he 


said. 


So far this year, the Arlington Heights 


police have handled more than 1,100 calls 
service people. Sick persons, missing 
persons, family trouble, mentally ill per- 
sons and a broad general grouping of 
public service comprise this total. The 
basic denominator Is the calls were for 
police to help In times of personal 
trouble. 


Sgt. Worden tries to think "people." 


His partner said he received no trouble 
from "long hairs." 


Worden came in with: "Don't go ster- 


eotyping. You can't say things like 
that." 


When the partner said some one was 


going to fat, "like all police," Worden 
jumped right in. "Hey. Don't start group- 
ing again." 
That's equal protection under the law.

Taylor, Is also listed as In serious but 
Improving condition .In tho hospital's In- 
tensive care unit. Mm. Taylor was shot 


once in the right cheek, according to po- 
lice. 


Police said the Incident occurred in the 


couple's apartment at about 9:26 p.m. 
Monday. The couple apparently were 
quarreling when Taylor pulled a .38-call- 
ber two-Inch revolver and shot his wife, 
according to Copt. Ralph Evans. 


MRS. 
TAYLOR'S brother, 54-year-old 


Thomas McLoughlln, told police he was 
in the couple's apartment at the time of 
tho shooting and notified police from a 
neighbor's phono. McLoughlln told police 
he was staying with the couple while In 
tho United States on a visa permit but 
had planned to return to Scotland Thurs- 
day. 


Police have questioned McLoughlln 


about the incident but have been unable 
yet to question either Taylor or his wife. 


Evans said Mrs. Taylor was taken by 


ambulance to the hospital when police 
arrived. Her husband was In custody en 
route to the police station when he began 
complaining of chest pains, Evans said. 
Taylor was rushed to Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital and placed in the coronary 
care unit, Det. Charles Smith said. 


Evans said Taylor has been charged 


with attempted murder. Bond has been 
set at $30,000. If Taylor cannot post bond 
pending his release from the hospital, 
Evans said he will be arraigned In cir- 
cuit court and taken to Cook County Jail 
to await court action.

lation from 2,000 to 2,100, Shirley said 
there is space now to add new programs 
that could not be accommodated before. 


Two of the programs are .tho devel- 


opment of a career Information center 
and a tea room where advanced home 
economics students may prepare special 
lunches or refreshments for school func- 
tions. 


THE REDUCED student population, 


Shirley said, has freed him from the 
headaches of finding enough lockers to 
KO around and gives him moro time to 
concentrate on curriculum Instead of dis- 
cipline. 


"When you don't have to concentrate 


time and attention to control vast num- 
bers of students, you can devote more 
time to Implementation of now things," 
ho said. 


Some students view the decrease In the 


number of students In just tho opposite 
way. They say because there arc fewer 
students, there Is more discipline. 


"Now 
that wo have less kids, they're 


(tho administrators and teachers) really 
cracking down on us," sold Bcv Paul, 
junior. 


TO SUPPORT HER point, Miss Paul 


mentioned that study halls have been 
created this year for freshmen and soph- 
omores. They did not exist before be- 
cause the space was not available. 


"Last year, we got away with a lot of 


stuff. This year, you can't cut classes 
nearly as easily," she said. 


"I'd say there arc more restrictions 


and a lot less freedom," added Handy 
Gllllam, sophomore. "They know where 
you are every second." 


On the whole, Shirley feels now that 


the student population is within the 
school's capacity of 2,500 for the first 
time In three years, student attitude has 
Improved significantly. 


"Teachers have commented on more 


than one occasion that spirit In the hall- 
ways, in the classrooms, respect for 
teachers — student cooperation all the 
way around — is much better," he said. 


Several students agreed that it's easier 


now to find a scat in the cafeteria or a 
spot In the school courtyard. Shirley feels 
the fact that there's a little more room to 
breathe has taken the tension off every- 
body. • 


"ALL 
THE THINGS the press of num- 


bers have had a negative effect on in the 
past, students arc better able to deal 
with now," he said. "The feeling I pick 
up from most students is one of friend- 
liness and respect." 


Now that the majority of students are 


from Wheeling, the focus of the school 
will probably gradually zero In more on 
the community, Shirley said. 


Teachers arc scheduled tomorrow to 


visit several Wheeling institutions In- 
cluding the local library, village hall and 
Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau in 
an effort to better acquaint them with 
the village. 


Shirley said however, because the se- 


nior class still retains many Buffalo 
Grove students, the school will probably 
feel the change more significantly next 
year when the first mainly Wheeling 
class graduates.
